LETTERS FROM MR. DAVENPORT 
AND GEN. CARR. 

THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE FOR GOV- 4 

ERNOR AVOWEDLY FOR CIVIL SERVICE 
REFORM AND A GOLD BASIS. 


The letters of acceptance of the Hon. 
Ira Davenport, Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor of New-York, and of the Hon. Joseph B. 
Carr, the candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, 
have been received. They are as follows: 

i. 
To the Hon. James W. Husted, Chairman of the 
Republican State Convention: 

My DgaR Sim: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the forma] notificaiion through you of my 
nomination to the high office of Governor of the 
State of New-York by the Republican State 
Convention lately assembled at Saratoga. I 
accept the nomination with a deep sense 
of the honor thus conferred. To be named 
for a place of such distinction by the 
great party in favor of whose nominees I cast 
my first vote and with whom it has been my 
Privilege ever since to act, and to learn, as 1 
have been assured, that the action of the con- 
vention seems to meet with the popular ap- 
proval, is certainly more than sufficient to Bat- 
isfy any reasonable ambition, but at the same 
time it disturbs me with a sense of great and un- 
looked-for responsibility. 

Iam conscious, however, of a sincere purpose, 

in case my nomination should be ratified by an 
election, to discharge the duties of the office 
With fidelity and with firm regard to the inter- 
ests of the State. 
_ The summary of Republican opinion touching 
the vitai questions of the present time embodied 
in the convention's platform is worthy of a 
party which has from the beginning acted upon 
definite ideas frankly expressed and fearlessly 
enforced. I know that the Republican Party 
has still a vieorous life, and I believe that it has 
a high mission yet to accomplish. 

It will not be expected on the present occasion 
that I should discuss at length the subjects em- 
braced in the resolutions of the convention. It 
will be sufficient to record my-cordial adhesion 
to the line of policy and legislation there marked 
out. I would, however, remark that the em- 
Phatic utterances of the convention on the three 
commanding subjects of civil service reform, 
the currency, and labor have my earnest con- 
currence. 

I believe in civil service reform and welcome 
any action by any official, Federal or State, 
which shows @ sincere purpose to promote and 
establish it. When it comes to be thoroughly 
understood and its methods perfected Iam con- 


ident that it wil! commend itself to the people } 


through the improvement of their official serv- 
ice and the purification of their political life. 
The experience of seven months would seem 


to show that no matter how well dis- 
posed the President of the United States 
may be toward civil service reform, or 


even how determined he may be to promote it, 
he cannot in this command the support of the 
party which stands arrayed in opposition to our- - 
Belves. Every day addsto the proof that the 
least worthy and the apparently controlling 
slements of that party are resolved to thwart 
tvery movement the President may make to- 
‘vard any enforcement in good faith of the pol- 
icy to which he stands committed. 

l1fuliy concur in the demand of the conven- } 
tion for appropriate legislation by Congress 
putting an end to the silver coinage, already ex- 
cessive, and culling for honest silver dollars on 
tbe basis of the gold standard. 

The interests of labor call for such legislation 
from time to. time as shall maintain in its integ- 
rity the American idea of free and intelligent 
industry as the very foundation of everything 
that gives distinction to our Republic among 
the nations of the earth. It vitally concerns 
the State that the industrial classes-shail be de- 
fended from servile competition on the one 
hand and from undue control on the other. 
Between capital justly administered and labor 
fairly rendered there can be no hostility. The 
State and national legislation on this subject, to 
which reference is made in the platform, is con- 
ceived in a spirit of justice and wisdom in view 
of the special neeas of our country. 

These measures should be enforced, andshould 
be supplemented by such further legislation as 
may be required to give to “active and inteili- 
gent jabor, as well as capital, its just reward," 
“and the laboring nsan his full share in the na-; 
thonal prosperity.”

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SMALL RIOT IN ST. LOUIS.

THE STRIKING. STREET CAR DRIVERS BE- 
GINNING TO SHOW VIOLENCE. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 8.—A lot of striking 
street car drivers tried to stop a Blue Line car at 
Eighth and Pine streets to-night. They endeav- 
ored to induce the driver and conductor to quit 
their posts. A regular riot ensued, and when 
the smoke cleared away James Mackey, one of 
the drivers, was found lying on the ground and 
dying. Some person had dealt him a fatal 
knife wound in the abdomen. The situation 
of the street car strike in general has not 


changed materially. Ail the lines with the ox- 
ception of the Jefferson-Avenue Line, Tower 
Grove, the Green Line, (Fourth-street,) and the 
Broadway Line are making frantic efforts to 
keep their cars running. The Citizens’, South- 
ern, Forest Park and Laciede-Avenue, Missouri, 
and Union Depot Railways are running full. 
The Forest Park and Laclede-Avenue and the 
Missouri Lines are battling with the opposing 
element to a greater extent than is generally 
supposed, the strikers keeping up a constant 
effort to induce the men to quit their posts. 

The Union Station lines are in sore distress. 
Nearly all of the men at work upon them are 
new hands, and they ditch tbe cars run off 
turntables, leave the switches open, and cre- 
ate a muddle gas To-night, after the 
riot on Pine-street, all the managers grew 
alarmed, and, with the exception of the Olive- 
Street, all the managements ordered their cars 
into stables. In consequence of this action 
100,000 or more persons were forced to walk 
down town to witness to-night’s trade proces- 
sion. Themanagers, however, say they will put 
their cars on again in the morning, but they are 
afraid to trust horses and cars out in the dark. 





A RUSH AT HARVARD. 





THE SOPHOMORES AND FRESHMEN 
AND BRUISE EACH OTHER. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 8.—The first rush for 
a& great many years occurred this evening at 
Harvard College between the Freshman and 
Sophomore Classes. The trouble started in the 
Freshman class meeting, which was called 
for the purpose of electing class officers. 
A large number of upper .class men 
were present and succeeded in making 
agreat disturbance, voting for the various offi- 
cers and doing what they cou!d to break up the 
meeting.- The Freshmen finally endeavored to 
put the Sophomores out anda couple of rushes 


ensued in the building. Settees were broken 
and chairs overturned. After the officers bad 
been elected the Freshmen began to ieave the 
room, when they were met with a warm recep- 
tion. 

For nearly an hour the two classes rushed 
back and forth across the yard yelling and cheer- 
ing. In most of the rushes the Sophomores 
seemed to have the advantage. A line of vic- 
torious *88 men was formed and marched 
around the yard singing, “Yale men say.” 
They were met on their return by the Fresb- 
men, and again came the rush. This time 
forthe Sophomores. Finally the crowd of 600 
or 800 students which had collected dispersed to 
their rooms after cheering themselves, their 
ciusses, Harvard, and everybody else. A num- 
ber of students were injured, one man some- 
what seriously. Coats were torn off and several 
private wrestling matches were indulged in.

CONVICTS IN A MISSISSIPPI PENITENTIARY 
PREPARING FOR A MUTINY. 

Jackson, Miss., Oct. 8.—An effort to cre- 
ate a mutiny in the penitentiary to-day was dis- 
covered and thwarted. Two convicts named 
Growan and Ackerman, sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary from Grenada County for 10 years tor 
robbery, and Gillen Water, sentenced for life, 
‘had shipped from Memphis a box containing 
four double-action Smith & Wesson pistols ad- 
dressed to “James Smith, Jackson, Miss." The 
services of an old negro convict known as “Ku- 
klux’ were secured to obtain the pistols from 
the express office, which he did on the strength 
of an order signed ** James Smith.” 

. W. Langley learned that the box 
had been received and set about to 
discover it. ‘*Kuktux”" was asked about 
the matter, and after some hesitation’ ad- 
mitted that he hadthe box. He had hid it at 
a colored friend's house. The place was 
‘pointed out and the box secured, nother ne- 
gro convict named Henry Money was also con- 
nected witn the matter. It has been learned 
that various attempts were made to pass the 
box over the wall, ané that one guard was 
offered $50 to allow it to wo to the prisoners. 
“ Kuklux,” Money, and Water have admitted 
that a mutiny was to be attempted, but Groyan 
and Ackerman have acknowledged nothing. 
The object evidently was to arm four men, at- 
tack the guard, overpower him, and escape. 


PUBLIC MEN OF LOUISVILLE FALL OUT. 
LovUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 8.—The Ordinance 
Court room was enlivered this afternoon by a 








fistic attack py ex-Mayor Charles D. Jacob 
upon P. Booker Reed, the present Mayor. Both 
were witnesses in an ordinance case. Mayor 


Reed had refused to pay an old contract let un- 


der Jacob's administration on the grounds that 
it was irregular and invalid. Referring to this, 
Mr. Jacob said: “The contract was one that 
any honest man would pay, and one that no hon- 
est man could object to.”” This caused much 
excitement, and on Mr. Reed asking if he re- 
ferred to him Mr. Jacon said, “ Yes," and 
brought his Land down on Reed’s shoulder. He 
repeated the blow, aud the two men were sepa- 
rated. Ex-Mayor Jacob apoiogized to the court 
and was fined $3. Onthe outside he again at- 
tempted to assault Mayor Reed,but was prevent- 
ed. Mr. Jacob refused to recognize the authority 
of Chief of Police Whallen, whoattempted to ar- 
rest him, but surrendered to the Marshal of the 
court. Both the Mayor and ex-Mayor have been 
takenin hand by friends, and doubtless there 
will be no further trouble. 





AN UNCELEBRATED ANNIVERSARY. 
CurcaGo, Oct. 8.—Fourteen years ago to- 
“night there begun the great fire of 1871, which 
swept the city from end to end. Fourteen 
years ago to-morrow there was a great scarcity 
of water,and people who had all their lives 
looked with contempt upon that article sud- 
denly found that it was not such a bad thing 
after all, and sighed for an hour or two 
ofthe deluge. The direct effects of the fire are 
rapidly disappearing. There are a few relics in 
Wabash-avenue and on fhe north side, but the 
owners ask from $1,000 to $2,000 a front foot for 
them. The indirect results, however, both for 
good and evil, ure felt daily. It isto the fire that 
Chicagouns owe the Public Library, and to it 
is due the hieh price of abstracts and the un- 
certainty of titles. Yet in spite of all this there 
will be no public celebration, and most likely no 
rivate one. The truth isthatin 14 vears there 
ae come upanew generation that knows not 
Joseph, to whom the fire is merely a matter of 
history, not concerning it in the slightest. 





THE PACKER MEMORIAL CHURCH. 
BETHLEHEM, Penn., Oct. 8.—Founders’ 
Day at Lehigh University was celebrated to-day 
Dy laying the cornerstone of the new Packer 
Memorial Church in University Park. The cere- 


monies were most solemn and imposing, and 
were participated in by many distinguished 
men. In the procession of clergy and students 
were Bishops Morrow, Rulison, and Howe; Dr. 
R. A. Lamberton, President of Lehigh Univer- 
sity; Dr. Hopkins, of Williamsport, and Dr. 
Clover, of Reading. Special trains arrived at 11 
o'clock from Easton and Mauch Chunk bearing 
Masonic lodges from the adjacent towns, and 
the Bethlehem lodge also joined the column. 
The Grand Lodge was also represented. The 
Masonic service closed with an address by the 
Rev. Cortiand Whitehead, 0. D., Grand Chap- 
lain. The Right Rev. M. A. Dewolfe Howe then 
opened the church service, Bishop Rulison mak- 
ing the address, The closing remarks were 
spoken by Bishop Howe.

CxHIcaco, Oct. 8.—Constable C. Bates, of 
Montgomery County, Penn., arrived in the city 
this evening with the papers for the return 


of John M. Wilson, the self-confessed 
murderer of Anth ony Daly at  Chest- 
nut Hil, near Philadelphia, a year ago 


last February. The officer intends to start 
east to-morrow. He believes implicitly in the 
guilt of the prisoner, though there is a strong 
feeling of incredulity in the section where the 
crime is said to have been committed. The 
officer is here at his own expense, but hopes to 
be reimbursed if he establishes the truth of Wil- 
son’s admission. 


LARGE SALE OF TIMBER LANDS. 
Ortrawa, Oct. 8.—One of the largest sales 
of timber limits which has been heldinthelum-

A GREAT FIRE IN LONDON 


——< 
‘THIRTEEN. LARGE WAREHOUSES 
DESTROYED. 


| AN EARLY MORNING BLAZE IN THE CHAR- 


TERHOUSE BUILDINGS: CAUSES A LOSS 
oF $15,000,000. 

Lonpon, Oct. 8—A fire broke out at 5 
o'clock this morning in the Charterhouse Build- 
ings, a row of 13 eight-story warehouses on Al- 
dersgate-street, this city. The flames spread 
with such rapidity that in a few hours 
the whole of the buildings, including their 
contents, were almost totally destroyed. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. The row was 
mostly occupied by fancy goods dealers, fur- 
riers, toy stores, and printing offices. One bank 
was also in the buildings. This institution 
was the only one that escaped being burned 
completely out. It was badly damaged, but not 
destroyed. The firemen had great difficulty in 
getting thestreams from the engines to play on 
the upper stories of the buildings. Many nar- 
row escapes were recorded, owing to the des- 
perate attempts of the firemen to get at the 
flames. The damage is estimated at £3,000,000. 


The warehouses burned in the great London 
fire yesterday stood upon Aldersgate-street, 
fronting Charterhouse-square, to the north- 
west of Smithfield. This square, the name of 
which is a corruption of Chartreuse, was be- 
fore the reign of Edward III. a desolate com- 
mon, called ‘*No Man's Land,” tying between the 
lands of Westminster Abbey and the gardens of 
the Knights of St. John, in Olerkenwell. Dur- 
ing the terrible plague of 1348, when thousands 
of bodies were thrown into pits and buried 
without ceremony, Ralph Stratford, then 
Bishop of London, purchased this deso- 
late common, built a chapel where masses could 
be perpetually said for the _ repose of 
the dead, and converted the place into a 


' cemetery,: which he called Purdon Church- 


yard. Nearly 50,000 persons were buried in 
the churchyard, which was afterward purchased 
a Sir Walter Manny, the hero fot Edward 
IiI.’s French wars. He founded here, in 1371, 
a Carthusian convent, which he named the 
**House of the Salutation of the Mother 
ot God,"’ and here, over the decaying bones 
of the victims of the plague, the good monks 
built up their order and flourished for more 
thana century and a half. In 1384, however, 
the convent came toa violentend. The Supe- 
rior, Prior Houghton, had spoken too freely 


against the spoliation of church lands 
by the King, and Henry VIII. in ae 
for this Jaid his heavy hand upon the 


“House of the Salutation of the Mother of 
God.” The Prior and most of the monks 
were hanged, drawn, and quartered at Ty- 
burn, ten were starved to death in Newgate, and 
a few managed to escape and fled to Bruges, 
Tbe monastic buildings of the Charterhouse 
were presented in turn to several of the King’s 
tavorites, and in 1565 they were sold to Thomas 


Howard, Duke of Norfolk, who rebuilt the 
lace and made it the family seat of the 
owards. In the palace which he erected 


Queen Elizabeth made a stay of five days while 
awaiting her coronation, and her successor, 
James I., held bis court there for several days 
upon entering London. In 1611 Thomas How- 
ard, Earl of Suffolk, the second son of the Duke 
of Norfolk, who was e{terward beheaded, sold the 
Charterhouse for £13,000 to Thomas Sutton, a 
commoner, who bad amassed a large fortune in 
coal mines. Mr. Sutton founded in the old house 
a hospital for aged men and a schooi for the 


children of poor parents, which _be- 
came known as the Charterhouse Hos- 
pital School, “which survived on the old 


ground for nearly three centuries. It has 
boasted some famous men among its pupils. 
Richard Lovelace, Isaac Barrow, Addison, Steele, 
John Wesley. Sir William Blackstone, Jullus 
Hare, Sir Henry Havelock, Sir Charlies Eastlake, 
Thackeray, and Jobn Leech, with scores of 
otber celebrated men were proud to call them- 
selves “Carthusians,” and loved the old monastic 
school as the birthplace of their education, 

In 1872 the Charterhouse schoo] was removed 
to Godalming, which was looked upon asa more 
healthful locality, and the site was sold to the 
Merchant Tailors’ Company, who erected a new 
schoolhouse fronting on Aldersgate-street, 
and directly opposite the burned buildings, 
which was separated from the old schoo), or 
quarters of the ‘“‘poor brethren” by a wall. 
The entire neighborhood is full of historical 
reminiscences, and in scarcely any other looali 
in London could a fire have occurred whic 
would bave aroused so many memories of Eng- 
land’s past.

managers decided to leave the question to a 

‘special meeting of the shareholders, which has 

been called for Saturday to consider the diffi- 

culty. The oattlemen were disanvpointed at the 
action the managers had taken and stopped 
shipping cattle by tne line to-day. 


A prospectus has been issued of a landlords’ 
defense union against boycotting. 


LIMERICK, Oct. 8—The boycotting of 
‘Mrs. Morgan O’Connell has ceased. Her tenants 
have paid their rents and are again on friendly 
terms with their landlady. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 8.—The Nationalists have 
decided to contest every Irish Parliameutary 
seat except 12. 


The Roman Catholic Bishops of Ireland have 
passed a resolution condemning acts of violence 
and intimidation, and warning their respective 
flocks against induilginy in illegal excesses. Such 
acts, they say, are certain to bring the anger of 
God upon the evil doers and their families, be- 
sides disgracing the Irish people in the eyes of 
the civilized world.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. &—Petroff and 
Tchamakoff, the Bulgarian delegates who 
were arrested on their arrival here yesterday, 
have been released. They nad a conference 
with the Ministers to-day. 


ATHENS, Oct. 8.—The Government of 
Greece is annoyed at the decision of the powers 
to recognize the union of Bulgaria and Roume- 
lia. The Government has decided to gradually 
mobilize the army. Three more classes of the 
reserves will be called out soon. 

Smyrna, Oct. 8.—Great activity prevails 
in military circles in this city. |Seven battalions 
of the reserves have started for Salonica and 
more are under orders to leave for the same 
place.

LORD SHAFTESBURY BURIED. 

Lonpon, Oct. 8.—The funeral of the Earl 
of Shaftesbury took place to-day. Religious 
services were conducted at Westminster Abbey. 
Hundreds of poor persons stvod outside the 
Abbey in a drenching’ rain during the entire 
services, being unable to get into the building, 
80 dense was the crowd which had gathered to 
pay their last mark of respect to the noble phi- 
lgnthropist.

DEATH OF _MRS. VERONICA - BULLA, 
SYRACUSE FASTER,

had abstained from food for 59 days. Mrs.

Mrs. Bulla was born in Saxony, Germany, and 
was of wealthy parentage, Her ancestors were 
‘remarkable for their longevity. She nad fre- 
quently showed signs of an impaired mind and 
had tried to make awayjwith herself, but tne al- 
most constant attendance of anurse prevented it. 
Then she began to starve herself. This casc has 
attracted the attention of the medical profes- 
sion throughout this part of the State. <A post- 
mortem examination will be held. Mrs. Bulla's 
respiration remnined normal up to a day or two 
before her Geath, when it increased from 18 to 
22, her pulse ran from 70 to 60 and remained so 
until Friday, when it became extremely feeble.

A RUSH #OR VACCINATION IN, MONTREAL 


PATIENTS BADLY TREATED. 

MonTREAL, Oot. 8.—There were 43 deaths 
from smallpox inthe city yesterday and 18 in 
the outside municipalities. A physician in the 
East End says the disease is on the decreaso 
there and that the type ts less virulent than at 
first. There isa rush for vaccination in the 
East End, caused by the action of the manu- 
facturers. A case is reported at Lachute 
and a dispatch from West Farnham to-day says 
a gentleman passenger on board a Southeastern 
train on Monday evening refused to be vacci- 
nated, and was put off the train at Abercorn. 
The distance to Richford, Vt., being only thrse 
miles from there, he footed it across the border, 
but he was promptly arrest’ by the American 
authorities and sent to St. Aloans Jail, where he 
stillis, The aisease has also broken out at Mat- 
tena, up the Ottawa River. The Relief Commit- 
tee have 776 cases on their list, and report 430 in- 
fected houses on 77 streets. 

QUEBEC, Oct. 8.—Seven cases of small- 
pox, with one death, are reported from Escou- 


mins, an almost isolated village on the north 
shore of the St. Lawrence River, about 160 
miles below here. Three cases are reported at 
Lorette and one in St. Sauveur, Three deaths 
from the disease occurred in St. Pacome during 
September. AlJl the parties contracted the dis- 
ease in Montreal. The municipal authorities 
at Beauport have adopted very stringent meas- 
ures to guard against the introduction and spread 
of smallpox in that parish. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Oct. 8.—Calvin 
Hosford, living near the old Walley factory 
sround, was last night discovered to be suffer- 
ing severely from variolcid. The local officers 
have taken every precaution against the spread 
of the disease. Hosford was married two weeks 








ago,and went to Hartford, Conn., on bis wed- 
ding tour. He had just reached home when be 
was taken ill, and it is thougbt he contracted - 
the disease on the cars. The case bas made a 
great scare among the students of Williems Col- 
lege. One hundred factory employes have been 
vaccinated, and general vaccination of the peo- 
pie will be enforced. 


Orrawa, Oct. 8.—Miss Flora Campbell 
and Mies Bush. who have been patients in the 
smallpox hospital at Montreal, make very dam- 
aging charges ugainst the system of treating the 
patients. They state that they were put in beds 


| which had been oceupied by other patients and 


the sheets had not been changed; that the first 
night Miss Bush was in the hospital she was 
given a bed without bedclothes, and was iorced 
to lie there all night; thet a little girl brought 
some food to them, carrying bread in her bare 
hands on which marks of smallpox were still 
fresh; that patients changed their own clothes 
as long as they were able, and when they 
were not those vatients who could x0 
about did it ioe them; that they 
were often ill during the night and wanted at- 
tendance when there were no nurses about; that 
during the night some patients would keep 
knocking against the wall or floor, but no one 
went near them to see whet was wanted, and no 
assistance was given to those wno were unable 
to get up; that patients had sometimes to wait 
for hours for drink, and that thoxe whose eyes 
were closed with disease sometimes begged for a 
long time for a lotion that was used to wash 
them before they would get it; that the dirt, 
filth, and vile smells were terrible; that as soon 
as breath was out of a patient’s body men came 
and sewed the corpse up tna sheet, and instead 
of lifting it on the stretcher let it fall to the 
floor with a thud that startlad every one in the 
~— The charges are being investigated 
to-day. 


Derrort, Mich., Oct. 8.—The officers of 
the propeller Cuba called at the Custom House 
this forenoon for the necessary papers to allow 
the boat to receive coal her+. When they said 
the propeller was from Montreal, Health Officer 
Wight was at once sent to inspect her. He 
found the boat loaded with iron for a Canadian 
porton Lake St. Clair.

A BIG FIRE IN SAN FRANCISCO.

TWO LIVES LOST AND PROPERTY’ WORTH 
$500,000 DESTROYED. 


SAN Francisco, Oct. 8—The immense 
wholesale stationery and printing cstablishment 
of H. 8. Crocker & Co., on Bush-street, was 
burned to the ground this morning. Four men 
were buried in the ruins. The estimated loss on 
the building and stock is $500,000. It was in- 
sured for $255,000. The first alarm was turned 
in at 2:10 A, M., but as the fire originated in 
the basement and was what is known as a 
“blind fire’ the flames had already made 
considerable headway before the extent of the 
danger was realized. In an incredible short time 
the whole interior of the large five-story build- 
ing seemed to bea mass of flames, and all pros- 
pect of saving it or any of its contents was 
hopeless. The building was owned by Charles 
Crocker, of the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and was worth $75,000, but was not in- 
sur-d. The loss of H. &. Crocker & Co. is 
$400,000, and insurance $225,000. The follow- 
ing companies sre the heaviest losers: 
California, $10,000; Union, (Nec w-Zealand,) 
$10,000; Union, (San Francisco.) $10,000: Com- 
mercia! Union, (London,) $10,000; Liverpool 
and London and Globe, $15,000; Royal 
Norwich Union and Lancashire, $138,000. Each 
of the following loses $5,U00: State Investment, 
Transatlantic of Hambyre, Phcenix of London, 
British America, Western of Toronto, and the 
Firemen’s Fund. The upper story ot the buili- 
ing was occupied by George U. Shrieve & Co., 
jewelers,as a manufactory. Their loss is $30,000, 


which is believed to be _ fully insured. 
Schweitzer, Sachs & Co., jobbers in fancy 
goods, on Sansome-street, the rear of whose 


premises adjotried Crocker’s, lose heavily from 
damage by water.

TWO TEXAS MURDERS. 

Hurinc, Texas, Oct. 8.—Two murders 
oecourred in this vicinity yesterday. A farmer 
named Spinks was shot and instantly xilled by 
John Patton, one of his tenants. Patton hired 
amule of Spinks, which died a natural death 
while in Pattou’s possession. Spinks claimed 
payment for the mule, and attempted to pre- 
vent the delivery of Patton’s cotton. They met 
yesterday morning at the cotton gin and Patton 
said: ‘lam ready now to settle that mule busi- 
ness,’’ and, pulling a revolver, shot his landiord 
through the heart. Patton was arrested. 

About noon William Hardeman, overseer of 
the Walker plantation, shot and kiileda mulatto 
named Munro Stewart. Hearing that Harde- 
man was going to discharge him, Stewart was 
telling the negroes what he would do to Harde- 
man, threatening to kill himandcuthim. At 
this juncture Hardeman came upon the negroes. 
He had overheard Stewart's threat, and, bring- 
ing his shotgun to his shoulder, fired both bar- 
rels into Stewart’s breast. After the mulatto 
had fallen Hardeman sent five bullets through 
his body and then rode to town and surrendered 
to the authorities,

BLOWING UP FLOOD ROCK 


—— _— 


THE GREAT EXPLOSION FIXED 
FOR TO-MORROW MORNING. 
GEN. NEWTON ISSUES A WARNING TO THE 
PUBLIC—VESSELS TO BE PREVENTED 

FROM ENCOUNTERING DANGER. 

The time for blowing up Flood Rock has 
at last been determined by those having th¢ 
affair in charge. The event, providing the pres. 
ent programme is not interfered with by somé 
unforeseen circumstance, will occur to-morrow 
morning at 11 o’clock. Gen. Newton has issued 
the following notice to the public:

Gen. Newton turther recommends that roomg 
in the vicinity of the scene of explosion the 
plastering of which is supposed to be defective 
and all large halls in the neighborhood be va- 
cated at the hour set for the event, but he adds 
the reassuring clause to the recommendation 
that “ no other damage to life and property is 
considered to be prohable.”” He also informs 
the pubiic that the cordon of patrol boats re- 
Yerred to by him in the notice which he sends 
out, and of soldiers and police to be stationed 
along the Astoria shore, will correctly indicate 
the line about Fiood Rock within which it 
will be unsafe for any one to venture 
about the time fixed for the explosion ta 
occur. He further states that he has made the 
necessary arrangements with the authorities for 
a police guard to co-operate with the military 
on the Long Island shore, but bé has not deemed 
it necessary to ask for similar protection un the 
New-York side ot the river. That, be says, is a 
matter which will regulate itself, there being 
no occasion for especia) precautions in this city 
beyond the necessity which wou'd naturally 
arise calling for the proper regulation of a big 
crowd, such as will doubtless gather upon the 
New-York shore to witness the explosion. The

Gen. Newton says that the best points from 
which to witness the expivsion will be, as stated 
in last Sunday’s Timrs, the New-York shore, be- 
tween Ninety-second and One Hundred and 
Fifth streets, aud the southern extremity of 
Ward's Isiaud. The northern end of Biuckweil’s 
Island will also be a good locality from which to 
see the thing. For invited guests and members 
of the press the Government authorities have 

eam the steamer Castleton, and she will ve 
ocated in the immediate vicinity of the scene of 
the explosion to-morrow. 

Asked yesterday if he would not feel relieved 
when the affair was over with, Gen. Newton re- 
plied that he certuinly would; that tue under- 
taking had been one of great cust aiid vast labor, 
and involved very important results. Lf the ex- 
plosion resulted, as he had reason to hope it 
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would, in the opening of a clear and unobstruct- 
ed ship ohannel where Fiood Kock reef now lies, 
and no unfortunate acci ent occurred in tne 
course of the proceeding, he certainly would 
deem it cause for congratulation, and bis mind 
would experience decided relief. 

The police arrangements wiil be as follows: 
Cavts. Clinchy and Courtright, with 100 men, 
will be on Blackweil’s Islund; Capt. Mount 
will command 60 men on Ward’s Island, 
and Capts. Killilea, Washburn, and Gun- 
mer will take care of the river front 
from Seventy-ninth to One Hundred and 
Tenth street, with 300 men. Inspector Steers 
will have his headquarters on tiie police boat 
Patrol, whose complement of men will be in- 
creased by 25. Many person who have property. 
on the river froot have applied for protection 
at headquarters, aud they bave been aseured that 
the crowds who will assembie wili be controlled.

DENOUNCED BY A PASTOR

4 STIR IN.THE SOUTHERN NEW- 
YORK. BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 

THE REY. R. S. MACARTHUR FIERCELY AT-: 
TACKS BY NAME ONE OF THE REV. T. 
DE WITT TALMAGE’S CONGREGATION. 


The Rev. Robert S. MacArthur, of Cal- 
vary Church, threw a bombsbell into yesterday 
afternoon’s session of the Southern New-York 
Baptist Association, by denouncing & prominent 
member of the Rey.T. De Witt Talmage’s church 
as an ex-convict from Sing Sing anda man for 
whose arrest a warrant had lately been issued. 
Mr. MacArthur was speaking in repiy to the 
Rey. Richard Hartley, of the Laight-street 
Church, who, in the course of an address on city 
mission work, referred to the hard field and 
hard characters met in the churches of the lower 
part of the city. Mr. MacArthur wanted his au- 
dience to understand that the fraudulent por- 
tion of society had representatives in the up- 
town churches and in the fashionable neighbor- 
hood. 

“TIT had.aman,” continued the speaker, “in 
my old church in Twenty-third-street, and he 
experienced religion, I prayed and helped him, 
and finally I put him in Sing Sing. [A loud cry 
of ‘Amen,.’] Then’—and Mr. MacArthur grew 
excited—’ this man, after his release, went over 
to Brooklyn and became a power in Mr. Tal- 
mage’s congregation. About a year ago he ‘ got’ 


more religion ata glorious revival; but, breth- 
ren, he played that on me once before, and It 
have no faith in him. He is one of the pillars of 
the Tabernacle to-day,and when the wife of 
the Pastor weaot to Europe he undertook the 
teaching of her Bible class. Now, I am going 
tc expose this man, and if there are any report- 
ers in this room I hope they will take his namo 
and make it public property. There is nowa 
warrant out for his arrest and I hope the officers 
will serve it on him. The man I reter to is Fred- 
erick Dodge, and he will find he has played his 
dodges on tne publie long enough.” This ad- 
dress naturally created much gossip, but the few 
who knew ot Mr. Dodge were not inclined to 
discuss the matter. 

Mr. MacArthur said last evening that Dodge 
came to this city about five years ago with iet- 
ters from prominent Boston gentlemen. He was 
then about 25 years old, with good looks and a 
rather prepossessing manner, and soon won his 
way into the minister’s confidence. He repre- 
sented that he was a reformed rumseller, and 
became deeply interested in the work of the 
church. He frequently expressed a_ desire 
of obtaining a college education, and more 
than once hinted to some oi the wealthy 
members of the church that a_ hittle 
pecuniary assistance from them would 
not be despised. No money was forthcoming, 
however, so Mr. Dodge in some other manner 
obtained admission to Madison College, Hamii- 
ton, N. Y. It was while at this institution, said 
Mr. MacArthur, that his true character became 
known. He was detected in stealing books 
from the library. and, 1n three instances, of 
uttering forged checks of a Boston firm. The 
latter irregularity was hushed up, but for the 
theft of the books Dodge was tried, found 
cuilty, and sentenced to serve a term of years 
at Sing Sing. 

Upon his release he went to Brooklyn, and 
about a year ago interested several of the 
Trustees of the Brooklyn Tabernacle in his be- 
half, and on confession of faith joined the 
church. To the Elders who questioned him at 
that time he told the old story of being a re- 
formed rumeeller, adding that he had also been 
a heavy drinker. These transgressions were 
overlooked, and even induced several of thé 
older members to take a more active interest in 
him. He became connected with the Sunday 
school, teaching aclass of voung girls. Three 
weeks ago he led an open air prayer meeting on 
Fulton-street, and recited his experience as a 
reformed drunkard. Inthe crowd who listened 
to him was a Mr. Cleveland, of Hamilton, who 
knew of the man’s lite at that place. This gen- 
tleman denounced Dodge to the managers of the 
prayer meeting, and the young man disappeared, 

Wiliam Sioan, of No. 632 Pacific-street, and 
John Wood, of No. 39 Lawrence-street, Brook- 
lyn, both of whom are Trustees of the Taber- 
nacle, said last evening that Dodge had not been 
to the church since Sept. 1, and numerous in- 
quiries had lately been made for him. He had 
no home in Brooklyn, 2nd was there only at ir- 
regular intervals. Both gentlemen knew that 
the missing man had confessed upon joining the 
church that he bad been guilty of some wrong 
inthe past, butit was not serious enough to 
keep him wut. 

Mr. MacArthur says that the warrant which 
has lately been issued for Dodge charges him 
with committing a criminal assault on a young 
jady residing in Brooklyn. He did not, how- 
ever, know the lady’s name or the name or the 
person making the complaint.

GOV. HILL’S DESIRE FOR. UNION—JOHNi 
KELLY’S RETURN A SURPRISE, 

John Kelly and Gov. Hill divided .the 
attention of the local Democrats yesterday. The) 
arrival: of the Tammany leader in the.city was a 
surprise to all of his old political friends, and 
many of them called at his residence : during the 
day and eveniiig to proffer their congratulations 
at his convalescence. To all the callers word 
was returned that Mr. Kelly preferred not to be 
disturbed. In one or two instances, however, 
Mr. Kelly was prevailed upon to receive the 
callers, and to those he spoke hopefully of 
his condition. Mr. Kelly shows traces of bis 
long illness, and it will be some little time bke- 
fore he can resume his old life, even should he 
eschew politics altogether. As to whether or 
not he willever actively take 'partin political 
affairs, no one was able to say last'night. The 
prevailing opinion was that while he might oc- 
casionally preside over the deliberations of 
Tammany Hall, he would not resume 
his old sway even should he be unanimous- 
ly requested to do so. It is Mr. Kelly’s 
intention to remain in this city until after 
the election. He will vote and will then go 
South for the Winter. All the Tammany men 
unite in saying that he willtake no part in the 
present campaign. 

* Partner” Bacon resumed bis attendance on 
Gov. Hill at the Hotfman House yesterday. He 
saw many of the local leaders and brought re- 
ports of what was being discussed to his chiet- 
tain. Early in the day it was said that there 
were evidences of an intention on the part of 
some of the County Democracy men to favora 
union of the local factions, and the Tammany 
men were proportionately elated over the news. 
The day wore on without any confirmation of 
the report, although there was a_percepti- 


ble weakening on the part of some Coun- 
ty Democrats who had up to that time 
been wanting to bet and give odds 


that under no circumstances would there be 
any union. Although this change of sentiment 
Was very apparent the reason was not to be 
found on the surtace, but hints were quictly 
thrown out that those who had aright to order 
County Democrats around had given them a 
wink which in that case appeared to be as good 
asanod. ut with all this change of sentiment 
on the part of some of the lenders it was felt 
that the path to union would still be thorny. 
‘Gov. Hill evidently was of the same opinion, for 
she sent for some of the more prominent jeaders

FOR AND AGAINST CREMATION. 

“Cremation” was the subject of a lecture 
delivered last evening by Dr. William M. Mc- 
Laury before the Society of Medical Jurispru- 
dence and State Medicine. He called attention 
to the fact that cholera, when it even has vis- 
ited New-York, has.always hovered about the 
vicinity of Trinity churchyard, and that two 


years ago typhoid prevailed there when it was 
not prevalent elsewhere. It was turther stated 
that the oldest local physicians claim it to be 
impossible to raise children on the ground floor 
of housés in Washington-sguare, which was 
tormerly used asa Potter’s Field. Cremation, 
he maintained, weuld prevent the increase 


of these and like troubles, as fire 
was death to disease. Cremation, it 
was also shown, would prevent rave 


robbery and premature burial. Prof. J. L. 
Greenleaf objected to cremation froma senti- 
mental standpoint, pointing out the beauties of 
country cbhurchyards, and ‘*God's acres,” and in 
retort Dr. CoJe said that any amount of senti- 
ment could be wasted in ashes, and that it would 
be more economical. Lawyer W. H. Russell said 
that the ground of economy was falsely taken, 
since, if cremation became a general custom, 
the market would be immediately flooded with 
ash urns of all styles and varieties. A committee 
was finally appointed to discuss the question of 
cremation thoroughly with a view to placing the 
society either on the side of cremation or 
against it. 








HOTEL GUESTS FRIGHTENED. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Oct. 8.—The guests of 
the Vanderbilt House were startled about 10 
o'clock this evening by aloud explosion in Cin- 
simer & Co.’s wholesale confectionery store, in 
the Vanderbilt Block.

Holdregs, of the Burlington and Missouri, said 
to-day that the report from San Francisco that 
his road had given notice of an intention to 
withdraw from the transcontinental pool was 
true. The reason for this action was that a draft 
for $10,000, which the Burlington and Missourl 
had drawn on the Southern Pacific for its share 
of the first six months’ earnings due it from the 
Southern Pacific, under the award of the Com- 
missioner, had been dishonored. Althouch the 
Burlington proposed to abide by its notice of 
withdrawal, a meeting of the Transcontinental.

MR. CARNEGIF’S TESTIMONY. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 8.—The princi- 
pal witness heard by Examiner Weiss, when the 
hearing of the South Pennsylvania case opened 
at the Court House to-day, was Andrew Car- 
negie, of Pittsburg. He detailed the conversa-: 
tion between himself and Mr.:- Vanderbilt as to 


the advisability of building sucha road as the 
South Pennhsyivania, andas the result of this 
conversation Mr. Vanderbilt agreed to subscribe 
$5,000,000 toward such an enterpriseif Mr. Car- 
negie and his friends would raise half that 
amount. This tney did. When he first heard 
rumors of the sale he saw Mr. Vanderbilt and 
Mr. Twombley and discovered that they were 
anxious to get out. This was a good while 
ago. The New-York parties, notably D. O. 
Mills, were tired of paying in. Mr. Vanderbilt 
wanted to get his money out of the undertaking 
and abandon it. This Mr. Carnegie thought was 
very fair. Upon hearing some months after- 
ward that Mr. Vanderbilt proposed to sell out 
for 8 perscent. guaranteed bonds the witness 
again went to see him. At that time Mr. Van- 
derbilt declared that he would not sell for less 
than 5 percent. Soon afterward Mr. Carnevie 
took a five weeks’ trip to Europe, and during 
that time he heard absolutely nothing of what 
was going on with regard to thesala How- 
ever, just as he was sailing for home his 
brother, who had his power of attorney, cabled 
him from New-York that Vanderbilt was sell- 
ing out for3 per cent., and asking instructions. 
He was immediately cabled to stand by Mr. 
Vanderbilt. Mr. Carnegie considered that the 
latter had sold out far too cheap, and believea 
he could have made a better bargain with Presi- 
dent Roberts. He himself had put in $380,000, 
expecting to get his money back doubled, and 
did not like the idea of getting a3 per cent. 
investment instead. However, he considered 
that Mr. Vanderbilt had acted very wisely in 
selling. He bimself withdrew because Mr. Van- 
derbilt did. Without the latter’s help it was 
nonsense to talk of building the road. He con- 
sidered that the control of the South Pennsyl- 
vania was indispensuble to the security of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company.

VICKSBURG AND MERIDIAN. 

Vicxspure, Miss., Cet. &—General Su- 
perintendent Carrol), Chief Engineer Nicholson, 
Master of Motive Power Meehan, and the Super- 
intendent of Bridges and Buildings of the 
Queen and Crescent Railway are inthe city 
making final arrangements for the changing of 
the gauge on the Vicksburg and Meridian Rail- 
road on Oct. 23, from Vicksburg to Meridian.

company is indebted to it in the sum of $1,685,041 
for work done between May, 1883, and April, 
‘1884; that the bill has been presented, but 
remains unpaid, notwithstanding the fact that 
the Receivers of the road, Messrs. Russell and 
Houston, have been: directed by the court to 
settie ail claims against the company, The pe- 
tition praysfora compulsory settlement of the 
account without delay. A petition of similar 
character has been filed by the New-York Eco- 
nomical Printing Company, whose claim is

CINCINNATI, Oct. 8.—The aunual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Ohio und Missis- 
sippi Railroad Company was held here to-day, 
and the following Directors were elected for a 
term of five years: A. Gracie King, George C, 
Magown, Charles R. Flint, James Renwick, all 
of New-York.

Mr. E. H. Green, who drops, or is dropped, out 
of the directory, is the husband of famous Mrs. 
Hetty Green, the millionaire in hoopskirts, who 
has for years been a conspicuous figure in Wall- 
street, and who won a good deal ot prominence 
by anxiety over a few million of her dollars 
that happened to be in the hands of John J. 
Cisco & Co. when that firm failed. Mrs. Green 
has tor ajong tithe been practically the owner 
of the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road.

Originally she 
went into the stock market and _ bought 
the road, as she has explained, just a8 a bagatelle 
to give her husband amusement. Now that her 
good husband is unceremoniously sent to the 
rear Wall-street stands, not astonished quite, but 
still much entertained.

There are a good many entertaining features 
in Louisville and Nashviile Railroad matters just 
now, and there are promises of even more. The 
city of Louisville has lately had representatives 
in New-York trying to dispose of its stock in 
the railroad, aggregating something over 9,000 
shares.

Batutrmonr, Md., Oct. &—Gen. John A. 
Logan was tendered a banquet at the Eutaw

They had the 
privilewes this year of the betting at Louisville, 
Cincinnati, and St. Louis, having paid $67,500 ior 
the three tracks. Cathcurt of late usually began 
and ended the season in the West, spending the 
Summer at Long Branch and Saratoga.

LEONARDO'S MANUSCRIPTS. 
From the London Times. 

The Royal Academy of the Lincei, in 
Italy, bas made arrangements for the publica- 
tion of the manuscript known as the “ Codice 
Atlantico,” in the Ambrosian Library at Milan. 
The publication will extend over a period of 
eight years and will cost £3,840, the amount re- 
quired having been obtained by a subscription, 
to which the King, the Grand Master of the Or- 
der of St. Maurice, and the Royal Academy are 
the principal subscribers.

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the.

small cases had been disposed of Mr. Harkness 
announced that Mr. Clawson desired to change 
his plea of not guiltv, entered some time ago, 
and the clerk asking him to arise and make his 
piea, Bishop Clawson did so, and responded ina 
firm voice, ** Guilty.” 

The Court—You understand, I suppose, what 
the indictment is; you have plead to it? 

Mr. Clawson—Yes, Sir. 

The Court—Have you anything to say further 
before the judgment is pronotinced ? 

Mr. Clawson—Yes, Sir. 

The Bishop theh arose, and in a loud, clear 
tone he said: 

“With your Honor’s permission I would like 
to say a few words in regard to this matter. I 
am arraigned before this court to answer to the 
charge of a misdemeanor inthis: That I have 
been living in polygamy, and that I have been 
living with those that I have claimed and do 
claim to be my wives. * 

“TIT have been in the church, or ratherI have 
been identified with the Church of Latter Day 
Saints, for 45 years,and for 30 years and over 
Lhave livedin my present marriage relatiors. 
When I entered those relations I believed I was 
doing just exactly what I ougnt todo. I be- 
lieved that in doing that I was doing something 
in this life that in the life to come would be for 
my benefit. I bave endeavored through this life 
up to the present time to livea life that would 
justify that belief. When 1 married these, my 
wives, they were young and was young. 
They believed the same thing that I did. 


We made the most solemn covenants that men 
or women can make in regard to this marriage, . 


and Land they have endeavored up to the pres- , 


ent time to live those covenants. Now they are, 
alone in years; streaks of gray show in their 
hair: they have families of children that have 
grown up and married and have children, and 
now, at this time, at:my age and at their: 
cage, to ask me to renounce those ties 
and cast these women off and leave them 
and my children, and say that 1 will have 
no more to do with them—your Honor, itisa 
thing that seems impossible for me to say. When 
I believe es I have believed, and I say now, that 
what I believed 30 years ago and over, I believe: 
to-day justas I did then; and I believe that 
were I to say thatiIfwill cast them off all I[ 
have done in all these years has gone for noth- 
ing. It is better, your Honor, tar better, for 
me to goto prison, if thatia the decision of your 
Honor. Again, let that be one reason why I 
plead guilty to this indictment, and why Lam 
now standing before this court. 

** Another reason is: How isthis thing? Hew 
isitJooked at? Whatisthereinit? If I make 
any promises so far as regardsthe future, iam 
ostracised; I am looked down upon; I am dis- 
honored in this community among my brethren 
—those that [ respect and honor, and among all 
honorable men. There is nota man, I believe, 
in this court room who has occupied the posi- 
tion [ have but what, were heto stand in my 
om to-day, would _do_ just as I say that 

feel to do to-day. Can I bear the scorn® and 
the indignation and the feelings that these 
my wives, would cast upon me, after all these 

ears if I say that I will turn them away and 

tave no more to do with them; and can I bear 

what my children would say, and how my chil- 
dren would feel, in regardto this matter’ I say 
no. Itisoniy afew years that I have to live, 
and I kad better do something else than go back 
on what I have said I believe is true. To me 
there are only two courses. One is a prison and 
honor, the other is liberty and dishonor. Your 
Honcr, I have done.” 

Judge Zane listened with close attention, and 
having dispatched a bailiff for Biackstone’s 
on he adjusted his spectacles and 
said: 

‘“*Mr. Clawson, it becomes the duty of the 
court now to pronounce the sentence of the law 
against you. You state as a reason for your 
present course that you formed the relations 
tor which you are now to be punished 30 years 
ago, and that you then believed it was right. A 
man’s beliefs do not justify a willful violation 
of the law. It appears to be the opinion of at' 
least some of the members of the sect to which 
you belong that polygamy was lawful previous 
to the Edmunds Jaw and the Jaw of 1862. There 
never has been uw time in the United States 
anywhere when polygamy was lawful. Prob- 
ably the greatest commentator upon the com- 
mon law who has ever lived, more than a hun- 
cred years ago, in commenting upon the com- 
mon law, (which has been in foree in this Terri-, 
tory since it has been acquired by the United! 
Stites,) atter referring to the disabilities which 
prevent the contract of legal marriage, used this 
language: ‘The first of these legal disabilities is 
aprmor marriage or having another husband or 
wife living, in which case, besides the penaities 
consequent upon it asa felony, the second mar-' 
riage is to ali intents and purposes void, polyg- 
amy being condemned both bythe lawof the 
New Testament and the policy of all prudent 
States, especially in these northern climates’— 
and then refers toaremark oat Justinian con- 
cerning polygamy. (1 Biackstone’s Commen- 
taries, page 435.) 

“And it is believed that under the laws of 
Mexico, before this Territory was even acquired 
by the United States, polygamy was not recor- 
nized. It was unlawtul, and at the teme that 
you state you formed these relations the Jaw of 
the land prevented you from doing it. When 
you formed them they were utterly void, as if 
they had never been contracted. The second 
wife,in the eye of the law, was nothing more 
than a concubine, and the children born of those 
relations were bastards. ‘he law condemned it 
and principle has condemned it in the United 
States, 

* The fact that you claim it to be your relig- 
jon (andI infer that you think because that is 
go you ought not to be punished) is no defense. 

‘* The law does not attempt to regulate the in-: 
ternal relations of aman,so to speak—that is; 
to say, his faith, his beliefs, his feelings. He can 
exercise his faith, he can exercise his beliet, 
but when that belief and those feelings become, 
external and attack the institutions upon which 
society rests, the law takes hold of it and itis 
not protected. A man may believe and worship 
as he pleases. Religion, that part of it, at least, 
that the law protects, isinternal. It consists of 
faith, feeling, and worship. When a man, how- 
ever, claims that the formation of relations such 
as you profess to believe in—when he formssuch 
relations as you have formed—then the law acts 
uponit. It does not allow the institutions upon 
which society rests to be attacked by religion” 
any more than by any other means. So that 
thatisuo defense. The framers of the Consti- 
tution so understood it: the Supreme Court of 
the United States has so interpreted it, and the 
Congress of the United States, in the Jaw which 
you have violated, has so interpreted it. and 
your faithis no justification for your unlawful 
acts. 

“The American people and the whole civilized 
world, with the exception of this sect and prob- 
ably some other few—such as free love organi- 
zations—believe in the monogamous marriage 
and repudiate the polygamous marriage, and 
repudiate polyandry—the marriage of one wife 
to uw number of husbands. 

** Besides, this institution which you profess to 
believe in isan unjust one. Marriage is looked 
upon in the eye of the common law as a con- 
tract. If it is like all other contracts it should 
be equally enforced. Now, if aman and woman 
make a contract relating to property or to serv- 
ices the law enforces that contract equally 
against both. Tosay that it could be enforced 
against the woman, and that the man might 
divide whatever might be the consideration of 
the contract among a numberof other women 
would be unjust. When a man and womanenter 
into the marriage relation all there is to that 
relation, besides the feeling of devotion and 
love for each other, consists in the duties and 
obligations which they owe in consequence of 
that relation, and 1f the woman is held to it, and 
the man may say, these duties Iowe you I will 
aistribute among a hundred, or, if you please, a 
much less number—two or more—if the law 
sanctions that, it is unjust; it makes it a binding 
contract upon a woman and not upon 
araan. Or, if you say that neither is bound by 
it, then this institution of marriage is a 
rope of sand that binds nothing. This 
institution upen which the family rests 
upon which the welfare of the community and 
its progress, as we trust through all ages, de- 
pends, means nothing. If the woman, notwith- 
standing this marriage, may go and contract 
and associate with a dozen men as thoughthey 
were her husbands, and a man may do likewise, 
then the institution of marriageis broken down 
and destroyed. The civilized worid believes that) 
thatisthe most important pillar in the great. 
fabric that shelters and protects humanity and, 
all that is good and virtuous in it; and nosecti 
or creed will be allowed in the United States to 
overthrow it. 

“You and your followers and those who 
believe with you had just as well submit to the 
laws of your country as good citizens; because 
obedience to the laws is the highest duty of a 
citizen. I understand you profess to be a citizen 
ot the United States, and yet you say you will 
not promise to obey and respect its laws; and 
that you will not promise not to persuade others 
to disregard and defy the laws of your country. 
Thousands of as brave men as ever lived died in 
defense of those laws and that Government, and 
it don’t do for you to stand up in this court or 
anywhere and treat those laws with contempt 
and that Government with contempt which 
shelters and protects us all. 

“As a manlhave nothing to say whatever 
against you. I regretthat you have not the 
courage and manhood to stand up in defiance of 
a sect and say that you will obey the laws of the 
country and that you will advise other men to 
abide by them. This timidty and cowardice is not 
becoming to an American citizen. You seem to 
acknowledge that in your second reason, be- 
cause you say that you would be ostracised and 
would become an outcast if you were to obey 
the laws of your country-—-if you were to prom- 
ise to obey them: though many men have died— 
not become ostracised—-but died in its defense, 
That reason constitutes no justification. In view

stroyed by fire last evening. The building de- 
stroyed was constructed of stone, and was par- 
tially built in 1832 on the site of the saw mill and 
comb shop built in 1828 and burned in 1832. The 
upper part, a section 100 by 44 feet, was erected in 
1834, and the two buildings, then separated, were 
joined together in 1845 by an addition of 
about 65 feet.

There were 10,000 spindles 
and 244 looms in the mill which belonged to the 
estate of the late Willlam Garner. It is but a 
short time since the mill was furnished with 
$40,000 worth of new machinery of the latest in-, 
ventions, which was purchased at Manchester, 
England, and put up by English meclanics. The!

The loss is 
estimated to be $125,000, over half of which 
amount is the losson machinery.

PROTESTING AGAINST A DECISION. 
The McAdam Political Science Club‘ at

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HOW NOT TO BUILD A SHIP 


OFFICIAL HisTORY OF THE LAST 
OF THE MORICANS. 

A NAVAL BOARD EXPOSES AND COMMENTS 
UPON NISMANAGEMENT IN THE MARR 
ISLAND NAVY YARD, CALIFORNIA. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. §.—The naval board 
appointed to investigate the cost of construc- 
tion of the United States steamship Mohican 
and the organization of the Mare Island Navy 
Yara, California, finds that the original Mohican 
was piaced out of commission at the Mare 
Island Yard June 25, 1872. A survey was made 
of the vessel and tne sum of $185,590 was esti- 
mated as necessary to repair her. No action 
was taken, but the sum of $6,328, which had 
been expended upon her, was carried forward. 
The board finds that, by authority of Naval 
Constructdr T. Hanscom, Chief of Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, given on Sept. 14, 1872, 
a new vessel, calied in this and all subsequent 
orders and references the Mohican was laid down 
from plans and specifications entirely new and 
differing in almost every respect from those of 
the old Mohican. At this time and for more 
than 12 years subsequently the old Mohican laid 
at the navy yard, and finally sank upon the mud 
flats. The order by which the present Mohican 
was begun was without any authority of law or 
auy legal appropriation, and was simply an order 
from the Chief of Bureau of Construction and 
Repair to the commandant of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard. This order directs the 
rebuilding of the Mohican, while the 
plans specifications furnished from the 
bureau at the same time designed a_ vessel 
differing trom tbe original Mohican tothe ex- 
tent of being 16 feet longer, 5 feet more beam, 4 
feet decper, and of different form, to be fur- 
nished with compound engines and cylindrical 
boilers. This vessel was alluded to in official 
correspondence as the new Mohican. 

The keel of the Mohican was laid ia Novem- 
ber, 1872, and the framing begun in January, 
issi, The reeords show that $52,078 52 was ex- 
pended for labor and material. Labor and ma- 
terial have been charged against the Mohican 
continuousiy up to completion, in 1885. The 
funds expended on the Mohican previous 
to February, 1585, were charged to 
the appropriation for “construction and 
repair,”’ and from 1872 up to 1881 
charges against the old and new Mohican 
were curried forward and added together, the 
items charged against the former being various, 
The rebuilding of the Mohican was carried on at 
irregular intervals and varied force from Sep- 
tember, 1872, to December, 1875. During this 
period the beginning and cessation of the work 
on the Mohican was reguiated by letters from 
the Chief of Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
and the progress of the work was much 
impeded by such orders. Up to 1877 
the total amount charged in the construction 
department against the Mohican was $172,691 85. 
For four years ensuing nothing was done by the 
construction department toward the comple- 
tion of the Mohican. By an order from J. W. 
Rasby, Chief of Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, work was resumed in May, 1881. Naval 
Constructor Much reports that upon resuming 
the work it was discovered that the white oak 
jillings were completely rotten, and reguests 
authority to use live oak to replace them, which 
was granted. The live oak timber used was 
Charged at $2 45 per cubic toot. Work in the 
ronstruction department was carried on ir- 
regularly as to expenditure from this time until 
the completion of the Mohican, in 1585. 

The vessel was launched Dec. 27, 1883, at which 
time there had been expended in construction 
$477,635. On April 2, 1884, Naval Constructor 
Much submitted an estimate of $60,000 for com- 
pleting the Mohican. Chief Constructor Wil- 
-0n, in a Jetter dated March 23, 1885, informs 
Commodore Russell that the amount of $50,000 
appropriated for the completion of the Mohi- 
rau must not be exceeded for labor and mate- 
rlal, nor must any work done 6n that vessel be 
charged to construction and repair. The Mohi- 
pan Was completed in 1885, and the total amount 
pxpended under the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair on the Mohican amounted to 
6507591. In regard to the alterations in 
the Mohican the board finds the substitution 
pf anew ship of different proportions, new en- 
gines and boilers of a different type, and that, 
after the work on the Mohican as a new ship had 
begun, the following changes were made: The 
rig of the vessel was changed from that of a ship 
toa bark; one set of boilers partly constructed 
were practically condemned, and a part used for 
pther purposes, and an entirely new set con- 
structed; the propeller well was closed up; live 
oak fillings were used to replace the original 
white oak fillings; new deck frames were made 
jn place of the original set, condemned on ac- 
count of decay; and the keel was renewed once 
aud partiy renewed a second tyme. There are 
no liabilities against the Mohican. 

In regard to the necessity of the alterations in 
the vessel, the board is of the opinion thatasa 
new ship was unaer construction all the altera- 
tions were judicious and in the interest of the 
(rovernment; that the work on the Mohican 
was donein a workmanlike manner and satis- 
factorily, and that the material used was all of 
the very best quality. The board finds that of 
the total amount expended on the Mohican, 
under cognizance of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, $61,021 was incurred for extra work 
in taking out decayed trames and fillings and 
replacing them; shoring up frames, roofing 
over the huli, filling up the propeller well, 
Driginally in the design of the ship, made 
necessary by decay from long exposure on the 
stocks, and by change in the design of the bull. 

The amount of $6,523 is found to have been 
expended on the old Mohican. The board is of 
the opinion that the extravagant methods pur- 
sued by the Bureau ot Construction and Repair 
in reference tc the work on the Mohican, espe- 
Clally prior to 1883, were mainly the cause of 
the excessive expenditures on this vessel up to 
that time, viz.,the long exposure of the vessel 
tothe effect of the weather while upon the 
stockx; the changes of design, involving addi- 
tional expenditure; the taking out of material 
already placed and substituting new, and finally 
in that, after nearly all the bad results from ex- 
posure had been incurred, it was determined to 
cover the vessel with a2 roof. In the opinion orf 
the board the extravagant cost of the Moiican 
in the Department of Construction and Repair 
is to be attributed to the foliowing Causes: 

1. The high price of Jabor, which, during the con- 
struction of the Mohican, was, upon an average inthe 
rurious trades, about 40 per cent. greater than paid to 
the same class of Jaborin the New-York Navy Yard, 

nounhting to more than $140,000, 

the high price of material which entered into the 

construction of the vessel. 

3. Lothe alterations made in obedience to orders 
from proper authority. 

4. Tothe intermittent manner in which the work 
was conducted, the intervals of suspension being pro- 
ductive of decay. Theamount of increused expense 
due to this cause is fully shown on the tabulated form 
accompanying this report, (marked K. M.) 

The board is of the opinion that the fact that 
Naval Constructor George W. Much, under 
whose administration the Mohican was almost 
entirely built, was unableto estimate to within 
aA reasonabie margin the amount needed for 
work in anticipation, is sufficient evidence that 
funds supplied were injudiciously expended by 
him. The recordsshow the total cost of the 
United States steamship Mohican in the various 
departments to be as follows: Construction, 
$591,267 37; engineering, $243,940 56; equipment, 
$69,759 61: ordnance, $2,830 69; total, $907,798 23. 

The total amount charged against the Mohican 
in the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting 
is $243,940 56. From this deduct $12,908 53, the 
sum expended on the original boilers intended 
for the ship, and it leaves, as the cost of the en- 
gines, boilers, and appurtenances now in the 
ship, $231,032 03. The board is of the opinion 
that the substitution of a new type of boiler 
after the original had proved defective was a 
wise measure, and willinnure to the benefit of 
the Government. In respect to the Bureau of 
Eauipment and Recruiting, the board finds the 
total expenditure under cognizance of the bu- 
reau incurred in fitting the Mohican for service 
amounts; to $69,759 6Y. Of this amount a loss 
amounting to $12,541 58 waslinvoived by a useless 
expenditure for the rigging and sails deteriorated 
from long storage, and on rigging and sails pre- 
pared for the ship, but useless on account of tbe 
change ofrigto abark. The board calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the Bureau of Equipment 
and Recruiting wasintormed that much of the 
rigging intended forthe Mohican was altogether 
too large for a vessel 


and 





sei of the Mohican class. 
Nevertheless the chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment and  Kecruiting, Commodore Earl 
English, directed that this be used, 


notwithstanding the difference in size from that 
required by the bureau allowance of 188]. The 
board is ot the opinion that the excessive cost of 
the Mohican in equipment was due to the vac- 
illating action ot the department, which was 
caused by the fact that there were no appropri- 
atious legitimately available for the construc- 
tion of a new vessel not authorized bylaw. The 
board is further of the opinion that it was un- 
wise to fit a new ship with second-haua wire 
rigging. known to be at least 15 years old, und 
originally intended fora much Jarger vessel. 

Atter describing the organization of the navy 
yard the board recommend the transfer of the 
yards’ and docks’ joiner shops to the construc- 
tion department, and the machine shop to the 
steam engineering department; that when work 
is in progress inthe construction or repair of 
vessels the work in all departments should be so 
directed as to be carried on and completed at or 
near the same time; that no expenditure for 
labor or material should be made in advance of 
necessity for the same; that when work is once 
begun it should be pushed to completion to 
have reasonable results ina reasonable time; 
that the practice of ve ba on haif time 
more men thin are actually required be discon- 
tinued, and that foremen, after being duly ap- 
pointed, sbould understand that their positions 
are secured during a capabie and faithful per- 
formance of duty. 

Assistant Naval Constructor J. Feaster dis- 
sents from the majority of the board in 1ts opin- 
ion “ that the extravagant method pursued by 
the Bureau of Construction and Repairin ref- 
erence to the work on the Mohican, especially 
pior to 1883, was mainiy the cause of the excess- 
ive expenditure on the vessel up to that times.” 
On this point he is of the opinion thatthe Navy 
Department rather than any particular bureau 
is responsible for the carrying on of work not 
provided for by Congress. The causes, he says, 
which led to the ap arent excessive cost 
of the Mohican sho include, in addition 
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to the raw packs of $94,744 70, 9 ica of at 
least su, as hota Perenbe yecuee ogst of 
abor foran equal number of days’ w« % an 
Zastern DRVY Fs ag are Igland Yard 
forthe period dur ng which the Mo roan wes 
being constructed.

$195,000 deducted from the reported cost of the, 
vessel in the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
reduces her cost to about $396,000, which com- 
pares very favorably with the cost of similar 
vessels built in Eastern navy yards. 
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THE COLOR LINE. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Star says: 
“Sergt. McGauran, of the Signal Service, who 
got into trouale by refusing to receive a colored 
man as his assistant in the office at Pensacola, 
Fia., is nat to be court-martialed for disobedi- 


ence of orders as was first intended. He brought 
strong influence to bear, and succeeded in bav- 
ing his punishment limitea to a reduction to the 
rank of private. The colored observer, who has 
been in charge of the Pensacola oflice ever since 
he was assigned to duty tbere, will soon be re- 
lieved, as his presence in an_official capacity ig 
distasteful to the citizens of Pensacola, and it is 
thought unnecessary to insist upon his remain- 
ing there. He would not have received that xs- 
signment in the first place, it is now statea, had 
the fact of his heing colored occurred to the of- 
ficers making the selection.

“IT say with pride," said the Captain, “that no 
man is allowedin this organization who weighs 
less than 212 pounds.” As no one could think of 
disputing him they vegan to pass ball. Second 
base was covered by a colossus whose biceps 
and calves of burly girth and broad expanse of 
shoulders displuyed a wall of flesh In that stra- 
tegic centre. The short stop was a portly Alder- 
man, who revealed by his playing that some 
sinewy muscles were concealed beneath his adi- 
pose envelonment. A full-blown Dickens’s fat 
boy rested indolently on third base. Across the 
field three ileshy columns had been placed for 


ornament, and they revealed a conscious 
dignity in never deigning to chase the 
ball. When the Brooklyn men were suf- 
ticiently “‘enthused” with beer and _prac- 


tice, they began to look around for the Fiush- 
ing men, but they had mysteriously disap- 
peared, all save the Captain, who was discov- 
ered peering over the fence in unspeakable 
awe. Upon the arrival of the massy Brooklyn- 
ites they had become stricken with remorse at 
their own puny showing. which would not 
averace more than 225 pounds to the player, and 
so they had conveniently discovered that there 
was a Democratic primary in progress over st 
Flushing and thither they had ail adjourned, 
declaring that the safety of the country could 
not be sacrificed toa game of ball. The Brook- 
lynites were highly indignant and so were the 
spectators, and their rage was with difficulty 
modified by frequent potations of the amber 
flood, but the great match of the season was 
postponed.

THE PROFITS DID NOT LAST, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Postmaster at 
Beaver Meadows, Chenango County, N. Y., was 
allowed to keep his Post Office in a store owned 
by his uncle, upon payment of one-balf his 
salary for the privilege. The uncle, who resided 
in New-York City and manufactured a patent 
medicine, saw an opportunity to increase the re- 
ceipts of the Postmaster and consequently swell 
his own income, by mailing his circulars and 
correspondence from the Beaver Meadows of- 
fice, The effect of this proceeding was to increase 
the Postmaster’s salary from $40 per quarter 
to about $110. Butina few months thé@ matter 
was brought to the attention of the Post Office 
Department and, as a result, the Auditor bas 
been directed to recoup the excess of salary, and 
the Postmaster bas been recommended for dis- 
missal.

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RESULT OF A TAX TITLE SALE, 


A HANDSOME PROFIP REALIZED BY THE 
PURCHASER. 

New-Patrtz, N, Y., Oct. 8.—Harly in the 
history of this State Connecticut claimed the 
ownership of Jarge tracts of land in what are 
now tke towns of Denning, Hardenberg, and 
Shandaken, in Ulster County. William Smith, 
a Quaker from Connecticut, settled on 2 tract— 
which 1s now known as Quaker Clearing—before 
the beginning of this century, claiming title 
from Connecticut. He made xu clearing in the 
wilderness, but subsequently sold the property. 
Jn 1850 Henry Mead, of Brooklyn, N. ¥., pur- 


chased the property. Two years later fi0 acres 
of the tract was sold for non-payment of taxes, 
and John Hansee became the owner ot the tract. 
under the tax sale title. In 1879 Henry Mead 
died. George R. Mead, one of hissons, visited the 
wild region where his father’s Jand in Ulster 
County was sityated, soon after the latter's 
death. The property is drained by the Beaverkill 
Creek, the famous trout stream. George ih. 
Mead, being an enthusiastic sportsman, was 
delighted with the spot, and at once began the 
building of a forest residence on the tract. He 
erected-a three-thousand doliar house in the 
wilderness. Hansee, who had bought the 60-acre 
tract under the tax title, soon afterward had an 
offer for the property, and he visited the region 
to have the lines run. The survey resulted in 
the discovery that Mead’s elegant house was 
situated in the 60-acre tract. Hansee at 
once entered a suit of ejectment against Mead. 
The case was referred to J. N. Fiero, a Kingston 
lawyer, who reported in tavor of Hunsee. Mead 
carried the case to the General Term, where the 
Referee’s report was confirmed. He then took 
it tothe Courtof Appeals. Pending the decision 
in the case Mead removed from the house in the 
woods and died shortly afterward. He left 
minor heirs, not in possession, and as there is no 
provision in the code ot this State for continu- 
ing an ejectment suit against minor children, 
the case was left as the General Term had 
decided, and Hansee was given possession 
of his wild 60-acre tract, which had cost 
him but a few dollars, with all the valuable im- 
provements which George R. Mead had made 
upon it. After the case died in the Court of 
Appeals, William B. Mead, a brother of George 
R. Mead, brought suit fora partition of the 
whole property, raising the point that the tax- 
sale title under which Hansee held possession 
was not a vali@ one, and that the other heirs of 
Henry Mead were not debarred by the judg- 
ment obtained against George R. Mead, which 
his death had prevented action upon in thecourt 
of last resort. This case was also referred to J. N. 
Fiero. The hearing in the new case resulted ina 
decision by the Referee that the tax title of 1852 
was void by reason of defective returns made by 
the Assessors in 1849. The judgment in the Han- 
see suit against George R. Mead, however, the 
Referee decided, precluded the heirs of the de- 
tendant. The Referee also decided that the lat- 
ter’s share in the 60-acre tract, as an heir, which 
wus one-sixth, must go to Hansee, and that 
Hansee hada lien on the interest of George R. 
Mead in the rest of the property for the costs in 
tne ejectment suit. The decision was not ap- 
pealed from, and the property has just been sold 
in partition and bought in by the Mead heirs.

STOPPING PAYMENT OF A DRAFT. 
as sehen 
DECIDING AN IMPORTANT QUESTION GROW- 
ING OUT OF A FAILURE. 

An interesting question has just been de- 
cided by Judge Lawrence, in the Supreme Court, 
relative to the right of a person nota party toa 
draft to stop its payment and prevent the holder 
from recovering on it. The suit was brought 
by the Corn Exchange Bank of this city against 
the Farmers’ National Bank of Lancaster, Penn. 
It grew out of the failure of the banking:‘house 
of A. & J. C. 8 Harrison, of Indianapolis, 
which occurred in July, 1884. Two days before 
their failure Dr. John Cameron, of Indianapo- 


lis, deposited with the firm for collection 
2 check for $1,871, drawn on the Farm- 
ers’ National Bank of Lancaster. Tho 


Harrisons sent the check to the Corn Exchange 
Bank for collection, and the latter sent it to the 
Farmers’ National, requesting a draft on New- 
Yorkin return. ‘The desired draft was sent, but 
before it reached the Corn Exchange Bank the 
Harrisons failed. As soon as he learned of 
the failure Dr, Cameron telegraphed to the 
Farmers’ National Bank requesting it not to 
pay the check drawn on it, That bank, in turn, 
called on the First National Bank of this city 
not to pay the dratt on it which had been sent 
tothe Corn Exchange Bank. Payment of the 
draft having been refused tere, the Corn Ex- 
change Bank brought a suit on it against the 
Farmers’ National Bank of Lancaster. 

In this controversy Judge Lawrence has de- 
cided that as Dr. Cameron indorsed and deliv- 
ered the check to the Harrisons’ bank only for 
collection, he did not part with bis title toit; that 
the Harrisons’ and Corn Exchange Banks took it 
only as his agents, and that as he hnd a right to 
the proceeds of the check, and as the draft was 
its proceeas, he was entitled to torbid the pay- 
ment of the dratt to the Corn Exchange Bank, 
the payee named in it. Hence, he concluded 
that the Corn Exchange Bank had no right of 
action in the matter. Messrs. Piatt & Bowers 
appeared for the Corn Exchange Bank and 
Messrs. Clark & Sanborn for the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Bank of Lancaster. 





YOUNG M’CANN DRUBBED, 





AND SISTER MARY EUPHROSENE HELD TO 
ANSWER THEREFOR. 

Sister Mary Euphrosene, of St. Joseph’s 
Parochial School in Newark, was a prisoner in 
Justice Dean’s Court in that city yesterday. She 
was thereto answeracharge of having beaten 
Walter McCann, one of the pupils attending the 
school. The boy resides with his parents at No. 
64 Condit-street. According to young McCann's 
statement he had a quarrel with another boy on 
Wednesday afternoon, Miss Knowles, the teach- 
er, ordered him to be quiet, and she sent after 


Sister Euphronese. When Sister Euphronese en- 
tered the classroom she was armed with a heavy 
stick, and with this, according to McCann’s 
statement, she beat him till he was black and 
blue. The boy’s sister Clara said that from an 
adjoining classroom she heard her brother cry, 
and running in, she begged Sister Euphronese 
to desist, but was ordered away by the Sister, 
who told her that if she did not leave she, too, 
would bethrashed. The little girl ran home 
and told her mother, aud Mrs. McCann testitied 
that when she reached the school the Sister was 
yet belaboring the boy. Young McCann’s back 
was bared to the view of the court, and several 
marked bruises were displayed. 

Sister Euphrosene says that young McCann is 
foul-mouthed, disobedient, and incorrigible. 
When she entered his classroom the pupils were 
ina state of mutiny. She ordered young Mc- 
Cann, who was the ringleader, to be quiet. He 
impudently replied that he would not, and when 
she threatened to whip him he dared her with 
the remark that it sho did his mother would 
have her arrested. She seized a rattan and laid 
it over him. Justice Dean required her to furnish 
bailtoanswerto the Grand Jury, and Thomas 
J. Rogan became her bondsman in $200. Sister 
Euphrosene isthe first Sister who was ever ar- 
raigned in a police court in Newark.

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WARD'S CALM ASSURANCE 


MAKING A STATEMENT WHICH 
DOES NOT EXPLAIN. 
EVERBODY SHOWN TO HAVE MADE LARGE 
ALLEGED PROFITS WITH THE FIRM OF 

GRANT & WARD. 

A long statement prepared by Ferdi- 
nand Ward, with the aid of his counsel, Gen. 
Tracy, was published in the Herald yesterday. 
This statement is the one about which Ward 
was constantly giving out mysterious hints as 
to the number of persons he could crush if he 
only chose to speak. It proved to be very dis- 
appointing to those who believed in his innu- 
endoes as well as to those who hoped that he 
would make a clean breast of his transactions 
with Warner and Work, and would show where 
he himself had put away what property he 
could for use after the storm against him had 
spent its force, t adds, however, some evi- 
dence showing the deliberate manner in which 
Ward began and carried on his colossal swindles. 

The statement is partly biographical, and soon 
comes down to July 1, 1880, wnen Fish, Ward, 
and young Grant formed a partnership. The 
understanding was that each should put in 
$100,000. Ward says the money was putin. The 
testimony of Fish and others in the proceedings 
already had shows this statement was not true 
as to Fish and Ward. What they put in was 
bogus assets. On Noy. 1, 1880, Gen. Grant was 
graciously admitted to the firm to the extent of 
$50,000. A month later they permitted him to 


sink $50,000 more in the business on behalf of 
his son Jesse. Gen. Grant’s account was on the 
books divided every month into four parts, he 
receiving two, Jesse one, and Mrs. Grant one, 

There were some losses prior to March 1, 1882, 
but, Ward says, not enough to impair the firm’s 
credit. All theSe losses foot up over $113,000. 
Despite them, however, Ward says, the standing 
of the house was unimpared and its business 
good, *‘ because the general run of business in 
my hands turned ina most gratifying prone for 
the benefit of the entire firm.’’ He fails to give 
figures of these alleged profits, though he was 
so particular as to the losses. 

Ward tells a story of bow Major-Gen. John B. 
Gordon came to consult Gen. Grant concerning 
the prospects of the Belmont Coai and Iron Rail- 
road,of Alabama. Gen. Gordon was President of 
the syndicate owning the road and mine, which 
was financially embarrassed, and he wanted 
Gen. Grant to interest himself in the property. 
Gen. Grant brought Gordon to Ward and left 
the two to discuss it among themselves and with 
U.S. Grant, Jr. Ward consulted with Fish about 
the matter, and the upshot was that a company 
was organized with $100,000 in bonds and $400,000 
in stock, When in March, 1882, the Directors of 
the company reorganized, and sent H. G. Otis 
down to Alabama to Jook after the property, the 
operation had cost the firm $148,000. Since the 
failure of Grant & Ward the mine had been sold 
to Otis for $5,000. The West Shore syndicate 
helped the firm to lose between $120, and 
$140,000. They came in through a letter from 
Horace Porter to young Grant. 

It wasin the early part of 1882 that Ward be- 
gan his peculiar borrowing at exorbitant rates 
of interest. He expected, he says, “that I 
might, through a more active stoek market in 
the future, get even again.”’ At this time, ac- 
cording to his xdmissions, the firm had lost more 
than its whole capital. Ward went on, how- 
ever, gayly crediting profits to the firm members 
and to others. From April 20, 1888, to March 10, 
1884, he credited U. 8. Grant, Jr., with $575,200 of 
profits in general, with $144,681:41 of partner- 
ship profits, and with $50,542 59 of profits on 
special accounts. The aggregate was $770,424. 
When the firm tailed U.S. Grant, Jr., held the 
firm’s paper to theamount of $935,000, which had 
cost him $780,000. The alleged profits were in 
this worthless paper. 

Gen. Grant’s misfortunes are airily alluded to 
by Ward, who figures that the General was paid 
$126,450 89 as partnership profits and $90,780 90 as 
specific profits, and profited also by a personal 
loss of $24,847 78 which was assumed by the firm. 
Gen. Grant never examined the books or en- 
tered into the details of the transactions, and 
knew nothing of the alleged Government con- 
tracts. 

Col. F. D. Grant, according to Ward’s figures, 
invested between Auw. 19, 1882, and April 9, 1584, 
the sum of $6,093,800 and drew out $7,253,771 33, 
the * profits” being $1,159,971 33, These mageih- 
cent ** profits” were simply to draw in his funds, 
and be was even given by Ward securities of the 
firm of Grant & Ward so that he conld raise 
money on these collaterals and reinvest it with 
Ward. The latter figures out that Col. Grant 
“appears to be ahead $133,507 48°" in all. The 
calculation is allrightif Grant & Ward's cer- 
tiflcates be regarded as money. 

Ward makes some remarks concerning the 
connection of Mayor Grace with the operations 
of Grant & Ward. Mr. Grace began discounting 
the firm’s paper on Nov. 9, 1880, and continue: 
it down to May 1, 1884. Ward’s books show 
profits to Mr. Grace of $147,485 70, less a note of 
$50,000, discounted on May 1, 1884, and$ still un- 
paid. On June 28, 1883, Ward says, Grace sent 
for him and asked if he would like to have him 
join the firm of Grant & Ward. To this, Ward 
says, he responded by saying he would ask Mr. 
Fish about it, and he didso. Asaresult, Ward 
says, he wrote a letter to Grace on the same day, 
declining the proposition and saying: ‘* Our 
business is of sucb a nature that it may not last 
long.” 

Borrowers, lenders, dupes, and their twin 
rascals—Ward and Fish—were on most amicable 
terms. The story of atrip to Bradford, Penn., 
in November, 1883, is most unique. B. W. 
Spencer, the Treasurer of the Erie Road, ten- 
dered to several of them President Jewett’s car 
forthetrip, Ward’s narrative proceeds thus: 

*“*The party consisted of Gen. U. 8. Grant. Mr. Frank- 

lin Edson, Mayor of New-York; J. Nelson Tappan, City 
Chamberlain; Col, F. D. Grant, James D. Fish, Marine 
Bank; B. W. Spencer, ‘Treasurer Erie Kailroad; James 
hi. Smith, merchant, and myself. We were together 
some threeorfour duys, spending most of the time 
in the car and enjoying each other’s company. 
At the time this trip was made Mr. Fish had 
invested with Grant & Ward, through the Marine 
Kank and others, some $2,000,000, which he supposed 
wus in Government contracts procured throngh the 
influence of Gen, Grant, and still all through the tri 
he never said a word to Gen. Grant aboutthem. Col. 
Fk. Db. Grant xt that time had invested with Grant & 
Ward some million and a half of dollars in city and 
other contracts which he supposed were procured 
through the influence of Mayor Edson and J. N. ‘lap- 
pan, and still he never mentioned the fact to either of 
these gentiemen throughout the trip. J. Nelson ‘l’ap- 
oun at that time had iivested with Grant & 
Vard some $800,000 in Government eontracts, 
which he supposed were procured through the in- 
fluence of :Gen. Grant and his sous, and still ha 
never mentioned the fact to the (iene’al or to any of 
the party. Mr. B. W. Spencer had some 830,000 invest- 
ed in the same way, and still le retrained from men- 
tioning the factto any of the parties. Mr. James R, 
Smith ulso haa some $100,000 investedin the same 
way,and still said nothing. So it will be scen that 
here were a party of eight gentlemen who were travel- 
ing together for some tour days on the closest social 
terms, five of whom had invested some #4,000,000 at 
from 10 to 20 per cent. per month in a business which 
vhey supposed was procured and sanctioned by others 
of the same party, and still not a word was said by one 
to the other about the busiuess,”’ 

Ward claims to have borrowed $1,200,000 from 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, $1,050,000 
from the United States Trust Company, $200,000 
from the Metropolitan Trust Company, and 
$1,250,000 from tiic Mercantile Trust Company. 
Ward denies being interested in Warner’s trans- 
actions, and gives this as showing what he did 
with the amount which appeared as the dis- 
crepancy between his liubilities and assets:

I adopted the same plan in 1884, 
when elected Mayor, with the Lincoln Bank, 
and they elected to give up the deposits 





of the city and retain me asa 
Director. During the ycars 1581 and 1882, when 
I was Mayor of the city of New-York, 


thp average daily balance of W. R. Grace & Co. 
in the Marine Bank—which was one of the banks 
in which they kept their accounts—was $56,858 03. 
The average daily bulance of the Export Lum- 
ber Company, which is well known to be my 
company, was, during 1881, $9.900, and during 
1862, $10,445. During the same period, while I 
was Mayor of the city of New-York, the average 
balance of thecity of New-York with the Marine 
Bank was about $300,000; it never exceeded 
$500,000 excepting at the time when the taxes 
were coming in and when aqll banks which were 
depositories were expected to carry as large an 
amount as could be safely intrusted to their 
keeping. During the latter half of the year 
1883 and the first quarter of 1884 the average 
balance of the city in the Marine Bank was 
about $1,000,000 upto the time thatit failed, 
Mr. F. Ward during this period being a Director 
of the bank. 

** Mr. Ward states,’ continued the Mayor, “that 
T made $147,000 out of my transactions with 
Grant & Ward and had $50,000 of their paper 
when they failed. In this heis absolutely inac- 
curate, asT had 70,000 of their paper when they 
failed, and while I cannot say what amount I 
may have netted out of the purchase of their 
paper, still, over and above the legal interest 
during the four years, it was as largeas the 
amount they now owe me. I never heard of 
their contract business with the Government 
and never had, either directly or indirectly, any 
interest in it.” 

In view of the statements made by Ferdinand 
Ward regarding his transactions with the Equi- 
table Life Assurance Society, a TtMEs reporter 
yesterday called on Mr. H. B. Hyde, Presi- 
dent of the company, and asked iim if they 
were true. Mr. Hyde answered promptly: 
‘You may say from me that this company has 
had nothing to do with the matter in any 
shape or manner. ‘There has evidently been 
some misunderstanding, us the reference 
to he $20,000 is undoubtedly made in 
regard to a sum which was_ received 
by the Mercantile Trust Company, in connection 
with loans made by that company, a business 
transaction that is now in litigation. Mr. Ward’s 
statement casts reflections and senpemona upon 
the character of Mr. Morgan which are entirely 
unfounded and which it gives me great pleas- 
ure to refute. I don’t know that | need say any- 
thing further in answer to the vaporings of such 
@ man as Ward.” 

** Did the Equitable lose anything through the 
failure of Grant & Ward?” asked the reporter. 

**Neither the Equitable nor the Mercantile 
Trust Company lost a dollar through Grant & 
Ward,” was the prompt answer.

WHAT TO DO WITH THE INDIANS. 
Sele ree 
MEASURES PROPOSED AT THE LAKE MOHONK 
CONFERENCE. 

LAKE MononkK, N. Y., Oct. 8.—President 
Rhoades, of the Business Committee of the As- 
sociation of Friends of the Indians, now in ses- 
sion at this place, presented a paper yesterday 
containing specific recommendations for legis- 
lation concerning the Indians. The paper says: 
“The Indian question can never be settled ex- 
eept on the principles of justice and equal 
rights, Inits settlement all property rights of 
the Indians must be sacredly guarded, and all 


obligations to the Indians must be faithfully 
fulfilled, either according to the tenor, of past 
treaties or by provisions affording a tull 
equivalent therefor. Keeping this steadily 
in view, the object of all legislative ana 
executive action for the future should be 
the absorption, not the isolation, of the 
Indians; the abrogation of the reserva- 
tion system, the ultimate discontinuance 
of annuities, the subjection of the Indian as a 
citizen to the law, and his protection as a citizen 
by the law; the intermingling of the Indians as 
American citizens with the white race, und the 
opening of all the territory of the United States, 
without exception or reservation, to civilization. 
These _— are to be pursued immediately, 
vigorously, and continuously.” 

A proposition ‘“*to admit the Indians to all 
the rights, privileges, and immunities of citizen- 
ship, including suffrage,’ caused much discus- 
sion, and the whole subject was finally referred 
to a special committee tor further consideration.

SPORTSMEN WORRIED BY LAWS. 

RipGEwoop, N. J., Oct. &8&—New-Jersey 
farmers have been so thoroughly annoyed by 
so-called sportsmen that nearly every town has 
its Game Constable, and the ‘** Squire,” or Justice 
of the Peace, treats every violator of the game 
laws brought before him with the utmost seyer- 
ity. Rubbit hunting is the greatest nuisance, as 
everybody seems to consider it legitimate to 


pull.down stone and rail fences in a chase for 
the coveted cottontail. The open season for 
this particular game begins on Oct. 31, and the 
farmers are now busy putting up trespass signs. 
So thoroughly is this work being carried on that 
arun by hounds is next to impossible. A non- 
resident found trespassing with a gun may be 
apprehended by the landowner, (who has the 
sume power as a constable for that purpose,) 
and ‘shall forfeit $15 and the gun.” Natives 
committing the same offense are liable to a 
“ penalty of $5 to owner, or conviction before a 
Justice, action in trespass.”” An additional cau- 
tion to non-residents is a law prohibiting either 
hunting or fishing without complying with the 
by-laws of game protective societies organized 
under laws of New-Jersey; penalty, $50. Im- 
prisonment if not paid. 

Hunting rabbits with ferrets is prohibited 
under a penalty of $15, The owners of property 
cannot violate the game laws on their own land. 
The close of the present month makes quail, 
partridges, and rabbits Jegal game, and the 
prospects for a brilliant season ure exceedingly 
good, barring the aforementioned risks, Wood- 
cock, snipe, rail and reed birds, and squirrels are 
now in season. Highholders and robins are 
being shot by young men in gfoas violation of 
law and in spite of a penalty ot $5 for each and 
every bird. New-Jersey protects this class of 
‘the feathered tribe throughout the year. There 
is alsoa penalty of $15 for taking game in traps 
or other similar devices, except that taken alive 
for scientific purposes or by members of socie- 
ties for the protection of game for the purpose 
of keeping them over Winter. Shooting on 
day 1s prohibited. 





GLASS FACTORIES SHUTTING DOWN. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 8.—All the glass 
manufactories in the Eastern Association, com- 
prised in the territory of Pennsylvania, New- 


the men being on strike, except the Boston and 
Sandwich, the Mount Washington, of New-Bed- 
ford, and the New-England, at East Campridge. 
This takes in 13 factories in Brooklyn, N. Y., one 
in Philadelphia, one in Meriden, Conn., and one 
in Somerville. President W. J. Smith, of Pitts- 
burg, Penn, the national head of the American 
Fiint Glass Workers’ Union, arrived in Somer- 
ville yesterday, and is here to direct the work- 
ings of the local unions of the Eastern Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. Local Union No. 14, of 
Somerville, whose members are employed 
in the Union Glass Company of Somer- 
ville, held a secret meeting yesterday. Pres- 
ident Smith addressed the men, reviewing 
the situation with them and ordered 
them to abide by the decision of the national 
organization. The President went to New-Bed- 
ford und Sandwich to-day to consult with the 
men there, and it is given out that the Sandwich 
Company has been given two weeks to accept 
the list, otherwise the men will abandon the 
works. Last night President Smith met local 
Union No. 43, of Cambridge, and asa result the 
men will stop work to-morrow nignt and the 
factory will be shut down. 

The Union Glass Company’s factory of Somer- 
ville was visited this morning. The agent said 
he had received no overtures from his men and, 
in turn, had made none. He said he should put 
out his furnace fires and draw the metal very 
soon unless some adjustment was made, If the 
factory shut down, he said, it will not be started 
up again till Feb. 1.

THE CITY ASSEMBLYMEN, 

Every effort ought to be made this year 
by respectable citizens of New-York to 
secure the nomination of good men for 
the Assembly and to have only the best 
candidates elected.

WARD'S RECITAL OF GUILT. 


If District Attorney MARTINE needed 
any incentive for the immediate and vig- 
orous prosecution of FERDINAND WaRD he 
will find it in the brazen assurance which 
prompted the publication yesterday of an 
alleged statement from that rascal. This 
statement on its face bears the marks of 
not having been made by Warp person- 
ally, but by some persons—presumably his 
lawyers—in his behalf. If made by Warp, 
it would not reier to him at times as ‘'1” 
and then in almost the same breath as 
‘“ WaRD,” as though he were a third per- 
son.

THE NEW STATUE AT ROME. 
nee 
Rome Dispatch to the London Times. 

The bronze statue found lying in the 
bed of the Tiber on Saturday last has been suc- 
cessfully raised. This was a work of some 
difficulty, for it had evidently been flung into 
the river head foremost, and was found with 
the feet uppermost. The workmen first struck 
the metal plinth, which, being jhollow, was sup- 
posed to be a large bronze plate. But on clear- 
ing the sand trom below the men quickly 
found the feet of the statue. It is a Bacchus, a 
little under life size, the head crowned with ivy 


leaves and berries. The left arm is flexed up- 
ward, the band holding a long vine-crowned 
thyrgus. The right hangs down and is extended 
a little outward. The face is very slightly 
turned to the right, and the weight of the body 
rests on the right leg, the left being bent at the 
&nee, with only the ball of the foot and toes 


, touching the ground behind. 


The statue 1s perfect in every respect, with the 
exception of a cieun fracture above the right 
ankle, and that the thyrsus is broken into three 
pieces, which have all been found. It isa work 
of great beauty, but, as faras it {s possible to 
torm a judgment, coated as it still is in many 
parts with Tiber sand,‘I am inclined to attribute 
it to tbe Greco-Roman rather than to any Greek 
school of art. The face is strictly ideal, the line 
of the nose straight, and the mouth and chin are 
clearly and symmetrically: modeled in full ac- 
cordance with the typical rendering of the 
divus. The ey#s are of some artificial mateniat 
to imitate nature, the iris being represented by 
giobular concavities. Some are inclined to 
think the eyes :®e silver, but this cannot be as- 
certained until the incrustation of sand is re- 
moved, and that will not be a difficult task, for 
it is very loose. The bronze has a beautiful 
golden tint. 

The statue was found in the middle of the 
river, Where the works are going on for sinking 
the foundations of the middle pier of the bridge 
which is to connect the new street through the 
Regola on one side and the Trastevere on the 
other, near the Church of San Crisogono. This 
spot is but a short distance from the northern 
extremity of the island of St. Bartholomew, and 
as a portion, extending more or less to where 
the works are proceeding, was washed away 
during one of the inundations in the Middle 
Ages, itis probable that the statue may have 
been flung into the river from the northern 

oint of that island, where stood a tempie of 

‘aunus, mentioned by Ovid in the ** Fasti’’: 
* Idibus agrestis fumant altaria Fauni 
Hic ubi discretas insuia rumpit aquas.” 

The recovery of three bronze statues within 
fess than 12 months is something more than re- 
markable.

AT THE FREE TRADE CLUB. 
—— 
I COOKED PROTECTION STATISTICS COMPAREY 
WITH FREE TRADE FACTS, 

In an address delivered before the New- 
‘York Free Trade Club last night Lindley Vin- 
ton, President of the Vinton Iron Works, of In- 
dianapolis, made an interesting contrast of 
cooked campaign protection statistics with 
every-day free trade facts. Mr. Vinton spoke 
from the standpoint of an experienced manu-. 
facturer, with a thorough knowledge of the 
scope of his subject and a bright, original way 
of treating it that charmed his hearers. In dis- 
cussing the wool interest the speaker showed 


that the fostering care of the present tariff sys- 
tem wholly failed to benefit the American farm- 
er, and drove the manufacturer to foreign mar- 
kets not only for his tier but for his coarser 
grades of goods. So it was with the cotton trade 
and other branches of industry, until in seeking 
to protect everybody the tsriff succeeded in pro- 
tecting nobody. 

Speaking of the line of goods with which he 
was thoroughly familiar in the iron trade, Mr. 
Vinton compared prices and materials of Ameri. 
can manufactures with catalogued prices of 
British manufactures, showing conclusively 
that the Americans would bave every advan- 
tage in free, open competition. He referred 
with amusing sarcasm alsc to the “pauper 
labor” bugaboo, arguing that it was the kind of 
labor that skilled American labor could best 
afford to compete with. All manufacturers, he 
declared, knew the true value of skilled labor, 
and in times of depression or slack work the un- 
skilled workman was the first to go. American 
brains and American enterprise could compete 
with the world if it could only get free raw ma- 
terial and send back the manufactured article. 
American laborers were ranidiy seeing througn 
the fallacy of protection when manufacturers 
failed to raise wages under the high tariff. But 
if we must have duties, let them be not so 
severe as to handicap the manufacturer. J. B. 
Sargent, the New-Haven hardware manufact- 
urer, was Chairman of the meeting.

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MESSAGES OF GOOD CHEER 


ENTHUSIASTIC LETTERS FROM 
THE INTERIOR OF THE STATE. 
MR. DAVENPORT AND GEN. CARR VISIT THE 
HEADQUARTERS—AQUEDUCT LABORERS 

AS VOTERS—MEFTINGS YESTERDAY. 

There were smiling faces and hearty 
words of good cheer in the crowded head- 
guarters of the Republican State Committee at 
the Gilsey House all day yesterday. The una- 
nimity with which confidence in the prospect- 
ive success of the Republican State ticket was 
expressed had a most enthusiastic flavor. The 
Hon. Ira Davenport and Gen. Joseph B. Carr, 
the next Governor and Lieutenant-Governor of 
New-York, spent a good part of the day at 
headquarters. They met a large number of 
representative Republicans from this section of 
the State, inciuding ex-Coilector W. H. Robert- 
con, Gen. James W. Husted, Charies Ulrich, the 
Republican candidate for State Treasurer; Silas 
B. Dutcher, Gen. James W. Warwick, Edmund 
Stephenson, ex-Judge Fitch, Gen. Thomas W. 
Conway, and Theodore C. Teale, of Greene 
County. 

Such conferences as were held yesterday be- 
tween Mr. Davenport and Gen. Carr and the 
members of the State Committee were of an 
informal nature. The Executive Committee 
will meet to-day, and some important matters 
relating to the campaign will probably be deter- 
mined upon. The attention of the Chairman 
and Secretary of the State Committee has been 
explicitly called to the possible danger of illegal 
voting by men emp!oved on the new Croton aque- 
duct. A reputable citizen, who wrote to Secre- 
tary Vrooman on this subject yesterday, said: 
*About 1,000 men are employed in five shafts of 
the new aqueduct. O'Brien, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Cominittee, has the main con- 
tract for this work, and he wil] undoubtedly 
control the votes of the employes. Attempts 
will probably be made to have these men vote in 
ciection districts 19, 24, 25, 26, and 27 ot the 
Twenty-fourth Assembly District. Republican 
Inspectors and all other honest Inspectors in 
those election districts snould examine carefully 
the qualifications ot strangers presenting them- 
aelves for registration.” 

A score or more of letters were received at 
the headqnarters yesterday from Republican 
county and city organizations in the interior of 
the State. All breathed the same spirit of en- 
thusia:m and confidence. The Chairman of the 
Cattaraugus County Republican Committee 
wrote: “The party here is entirely united. We 
shall greatiy increase the Republican majority 
over the figures of 1884." A stanch Republican 
writing from Cuba, Allegany County, says: 
‘The independents are ali with us, and the in- 
dications ere that many of the Pronibitionists 
will support our ticket. I think [ am safe 
in predicting more than the usual Re- 
publican majority in this county this 
Fal” John Kellogg, a manufacturer in 
Amsterdam, Montgomery County, sends 
the following message: “I am welad to learn 
that a larce share of the labor element here pre- 
fersthe Republican State ticket.” W. J. Haw- 
kins writes from Chautauqua County: “There 
areno Republican mugwumps here this year, 
but there are a good many Democratic mug- 
wumps who will vote for Davenport.” From 
Greene County comes the following: “A feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction with the State ticket ex- 
ists ainong the leading Vemocrats of this coun- 
ty. The Republicans, on the other hand, are en- 
tirely satisfied and harmonious.” The Chairman 
of tue Orieans County Committee writes: * All 
of the independents in this vicinity who voted 
for Cleveland are working heart and soul for 
Davenport this Fal). There is much enthusi- 
asm for the ticker.”’ A Delaware County Repub- 
lican committceman writes: “ This county was 
never in better shape than now fora big Repub- 
lican vote. Straightout Republicans an: inde- 
pendents are enthusiastic for Davenport and 
Carr.” From Ballston Spa comes the assurance: 
“ Saratoga County will roll up a handsome Re- 
publican majority in November.” Gen. Thomas 
W. Conway. who has been prominent as a tem- 
perance advocate, said in the Republican head- 
quarters yesterday when asked about the Prohi- 
bition vote: ** Tne Democrats are diligently cul- 
tivating the Pohibitionists. Many of the latter 
are going to vote soas toaid the Democrats, 
whose treasury supplies them with money for 
their campaign. Honorable and conscientious 
temperance men, on the other hand, will vote 
the Republican ticket.

Between 15 and 20 members of the New-York

sioner O’Donneil, ex-Assemblyman Healy, and 
Dr. Ferdinand Seeger. There is a strong feeling 
among leading Anti-Monopolists in tavor of 


supporting the Republican State ticket. That 
sentiment was brought out clearly in a jong dis- 
cussion vesterday, in the course of which allu- 
sion was made to Gov. Hill's persistent opposi- 
tion to the interests of the canal boatmen. The 
records of the State Senate at the time that 
Lieut.-Gov. Hill was its presiding officer were 
cited to show that when the subject of exorbi- 
tant elevator and warehouse charges were being 
considered Hlli repeatedly cast the deciding vote 
against the boatmen. The fact was also 
mentioned in the meeting that the Republican 
platform contains more pianks satisfactory to 
the Anti-Monopolists than does the Democratic 
platform.

CARDINAL M’CLOSKEY’S CONDITION BUT LIT- 
TLE CHANGED. 


The watchers at the bedside of Cardinal 


McCloskey noticed little change in his condi- 
tion yesterday morning. The night .nad been 
about equally divided between waking and 
sleeping and was altogether quiet, but it did not 
refresh the sinking man or stay bis decline. 
Mass was going on in the private chapel off the 
Cardinal’s room, when Dr. Keyes made his 
morning call. Only the Curdinal’s imme- 
diate household attended the devotions, 
which were ied by the _ Cardinal’s sec- 
retary, the Rev. Dr. McDounell, 
Magdalen and Lucretia, of the orphan asyium, 
and Sister Irene, of the Foundling Asylum, at- 
tending. he three Sisters had kept watch 
through the night in the sick chamber. They 
were relieved early iu the morning by Catharine, 
the regular nurse, who was soon joined, as on 
former days, by the Cardinal’s nieces. Before 
Mass was finished Mer. Farley arrived. In his 
unxiety to learn the Cardinal’s condition he had 
not waited for early mass at St. Gabriel’s Church, 
where he officiates. He went to the private 
cbapel when the others were through. The 
murmur of his prayers could be heard in the 
sick room, where low responses were said by the 
attendants. 

Except when he roused to take nourishment 
the Cardinal! was barely conscious during the 
early partof theday. His pulse was still flut- 
tering, and all the evidences remained of a weak- 
ening hold on life that had been lately noticed. 
He was startied into wakefulness by the noise of 
a tire engine rushing through Fiftieth-street a 
little before noon. Soon afierward he relapsed 
into his former condition, not rallying during 
the day for more than a tew minutes at a time. 
Dr. Keyes said, after his visit at 4 o’clock, that, 
aithough the Cardinal had not improved, he was 
certainly no worse than on Wednesday, and 
that he seemed likely to live through 
the night.

‘$% TALKs ABOUT SOME OF HIS LUCKY 


HITS AND HIS HARD WORK. 
From the Louisville Courter-Journal. 

Room No. 830 at the Galt House is occu- 
pied by 4 medium-sized white-haired man, who 
is usually attired in a plain dark suit, with a 
coat of the double-breasted sack cut, There is 
nothing flashy about him. The man is E. J. 
Baldwin, familiarly known as “Lucky Bald- 
win,” the noted California millionaire. Mr. 
Baldwin has been here for several days attend- 
ing the-Fall races with his string of runners. 

Mr. Baldwin’s fortune did not come to him by 
some sudden streak of luck, as his nickname 
would indicate, but was accumulated gradually. 


When he reached San Francisco he obtained pos- 
session of a small hotel, but ran it for only two 
weeks. Afriend whom he had known in the 
East was interested in a Government contract 
for making brick. Mr. Baldwin obtained a share 
in the venture, although he knew nothing in the 
world about making prick. ‘t But I was deter- 
mined to learn,” he said. “fora mau can do 
anything, and I bought a book on the art of 
brickmaking. Isatup at night and studied it, 
mastering the details.”” The brickmaking vent- 
ure prospered, and the emigrant ogee to make 
money, clearing about $1,500 a month on his con- 
tract. From that kind of business he passed to 
some other, and turned his hand to almost every- 
thing, as he himseif has said. Finally he drifted 
to the stock market and began to make money 
rapidly. Mining stocks were the kind he 
traded in, anda keen eye for business caused him 
to rarely lose. 

“That is the way I made my money,” he said, 
“for I never had any great stroke of luck like 
some other men. The Chronicle gave Me my 
name of ‘Lucky’ for some successful venture 
that I had made in stocks. I worked hard and 
examined the mines that I bought. I crawled 
through tunnels, and went down shatts, and 
labored for years like a slave. 

*T have made some big deals,” said Mr. Bald- 
win. “In 1876 I cleared four and a half millions 
at one time out of the Ophir mine, at Virginia 
City, Nev. Ihad alithe dealers on the coast 
and the California Bank again=t me, but I out- 
witted them and broke the bank, or rather that 
was what led to the break. By the way, the his- 
tory of that bank has been rather remarkable, 
It broke in 1876 for $14,000,000, but it paid off 
everything, and its stock is now worth double 
the par value. When I had the bank and its 
triends outwitted, 1 could have made $18,000,000. 
Somebody micht have shot me, but still 1 could 
have done it.” 

In his capacity as millionaire Mr. Baldwin 
has, of course, rubbed against the other million- 
aires of the Pacific coast, and is intimately ac- 
quuinted with them all. He says that the rail- 
road men are the richest of the crowd. Mackuy 
made his fortune out of mines, and he and 
Baldwin have crawled through many miles of 
tunnel together. Mr. Baldwin puts his wealth 
at $20,000,000, and that of Fiood and O’Brien at 
$10,000,000 each. Fair's he estimates at $10,000,000. 
The railroad people go above that. The estate of 
Mrs. Mark Hopkins, he says, is worth over $:30,- 
000,000, and that of Crocker about $40,000,000. 
Leland Stanford is also worth $40,000,000, San 
Francisco Mr. Buldwin estimates to be the rich- 
est city in the world in proporti::n to its popula- 
tion. There are pienty of muliionaires there 
whom one has never heard of. 

* All that I have told you,” he said, “is only a 
very vayue outline of the real facts. A detailed 
history of these things would exceed the tule of 
Aladdin’s lamp, and people would not believe

EMILE PERRIN. 
Paris, Oct. 8.—Emile Perrin, painter, 
art writer, and impresario, but best known as 
Director of the Théatre Francais since 1871, 


is dead. He was born in Rouen in 
1814, and was a pupil of Gros and De 
la Roche, and between 1840 and 


1848 exhibited a number of paintings which at- 
tracted more than passing attention. He was 
made Directorof the Opéra Comique in 184%, 
under the Provision..| Government, and held the 
position for nine years, during a part of the 
time being also Director of the Théatre Lyrique. 
From 1862 to 1870 be was Director of L’Académie 
Impériaie de Musique, and superintended the 
production of Meyerbeer’s “ L’Africaine,”’ Ver- 


di’s *““Don Carlos,” Gounod’s * Faust.” and 
other operas. He resigued when this in- 
stitution was made a private concern, 
and in 1871 became Director of the 


Thédtre Francaise and has’ been iden- 
tified with the revivals of old plays and the pro- 
ductions of new ones. which have attracted the 
attention of tbe theutrical world. He was 
made a member of the Legion of Honor in 1852 
and was promoted to the grade of officer 18 
years later.

Capt. John Aiken, the oldest master 
mariner and pilot of New-Bedford died at his 


home in that city on Wednesday night, aged 99 
years. He was a pensioner of the war ot 1812.

But he answered:. ** No, gentle- 
men; I will make you a new design, but I cannot 
alter that. That is a conception.”

TOLEDO, Ohio, Oct. 8.—The joint debate 
between Gov. Hoadly and Judge Foraker drew 
an enormous audience to Wheeler’s Opera House.

H. Doyle was Chairman of the meeting on the 
part of the Republicans. 
Hurd occupied a similar position for the Dem- 
ocrats. Judge Doyle called the meeting to or- 
der, and Mr. Hurd introduced Gov. Hoadly. 

The most important issue of the campaign the 
Governor eaid, was the question of personal 
liberty, and bow far it was interfered with by 
the law as to the habits of drinking. He defined 
the position ot buth parties on the liquor ques- 
tion by reading the platforms of each. He de- 
fined the Republican platform to mean thatthe 
Republicans favor a prohibitory amendment, 
and defined himself as opposed to Famer pro- 
hibition or total prohibition, and in favor 
of personal freedom to the fullest extent. Leg- 
islation, he held, must be directed against the 
evils of liquor drinking, but not against drink- 
ing itself. Drinking was not a vice, but excess- 
ive drinking was. Prohibition was a failure in 
Maine, Kan-as, and Iowa. He pronounced pro- 
hibition an incentive to hypocrisy, and 
announced himself against it root and branch. 
He desired to know 1f Foraker was elected Gov- 
ernor whether he would recommend the sub- 
mission of a prohibitory amendment to the State 
Constitution, and whether, if a Republican Su- 
preme Court was elected, it would reverse the 
late decision that the Scott law was unconstitu- 
tional and compel saloon keepers to pay back 
the taxes. He charged that this was the Repub- 
lican programme. He favored graded license, 
measured according to the amountof sales. 
The sneaker closed with a brief legal argument 
to show that taxation was really license and un- 
constitutional, : 

Judge Doyle introduced Judge Foraker, who 
rexd from Hoadly's inaugural address a para- 
craph in which the Governor said the Scott 
law ought not to be repealed. He showed that 
the Democratic plan for license could not be 
alopted without first amending the Constitu- 
tion, which forbids a license. The Republican 
piatform, he said, declared in favor of regula- 
tion of the evils of the liquor trattic, which 
Hoadly had just acknowledged ought to be cor- 
rected, ‘I'he speaker took up Hoadly’s argu- 
ment that it was not competent for 
the Legislature to tax the liquor traffic, 
and pointed out that the Democratic Supreme 


court tn deciding the Scott law unconstitutional 


did not decide that the principle of taxation 
was unconstitutional, but that one feature of 
the law making tax on the traffica lien on prop- 
erty occupied as a saloon was unconstitutional. 
He also adduced the point that the same Su- 
preme Court decided that the tux collected from 
liquor dealers should not be returned, Their 
position was that it was  unconstitu- 
tional to take the tax and unconstitutional 
to give it back. He Geclared that it was not 
only constitutional to tax the liquor trafiic, but 
equitable to make it share the burdens of the 
crime it produced. Judge Foraker declared 
that the last Legislature was the most infamous- 
ly corrupt in the history of the State; 80 cor- 
rupt that while Hoadly approved of it, vet the 
coal oil members believed to have sold their 
votes to elect Payne Senator were all dropped 
by their constituents. 
Judge Foraker then turned to the Democratic 
management of the Ohio Penitentiary, and 
sbowed that in this institution, under the last 
ear of Gov. Foster’s administration, there had 
ena net profit of over $50,000, while the next 
year, the first of Democratic rule, this hud 
been reduced to $10.000, of which $8,000 
was realized from the Republican system of 
management in vogue when the Democrats 
took hold of it. He read financial statements 
for the first nine months of the present year 
showing a deficiency, while the total loss to 
date bad been, as compared with Republican 
administration, over $96,000, as the price the 
people paid for Democratic mismanagement, 
The Legislature, he continued, had undertaken 
to lay violent hands on the principle of local 
self-government. He referred to the so-called 
“Ripper” bills reorganizing Cincinnati and 
other cities of the State in the inter- 
est of the Democratic Party. He re- 
counted the provisions of the bill to 
reorganize the city of Columbus, and pointed 
out the outrageous character of the scheme giv- 
ing to the Board of Control all the powers of 
all city departments, with power to make every 
appointment of every grade—giving that board 
absolute power to appoint every officer of 
the city except only the Mayor, who was 
stripped of every power and left a mere figure- 
head. It was a practical disfranchisement of the 
citizens of Columbus. The personal liberty of 
the people was only preserved by the Supreme 
Court declaring the monstrous bill unconstitu- 
tional. Yet Hoadly pleaded for personal lib- 
erty. The speaker then discussed the 
bonded debt of the State and closed by 
referring to Hoadly’s conduct in the Constitu- 
tional Convention, and asked him if he were 
still opposed to having any mention of Godin 
the State Constitution; whether he still op- 
posed, as he did then, a provision for impeach- 
ing Judges for drunkenness; whether he was 
stillin favor of taxing churches and schools; 
whether he favored high license or low license. 
After Gov. Hoadly had replied to Judge 
Foraker's arguments the meeting adjourned.

CHINESE RAILWAY PLANS. 


Shanghat Letter to the London Times. 





The question of the introduction of rail-* INTEREST 
ways into China is naturally exciting a consid- | 


erable amount of interest at the present time. 
The attitude of the Government with regard to 
improved means of intercommunication has un- 
doubtedly altered very much during the last 10 
years, but inthe case of a great many of the 


most influential Chinese officials the feeling is 


that they find they cannot long resist the intro- 


duction of railways rather than that they favor 
their construction. There are, on the other 
hand, a considerable number of advanced think- 
ers who see that the days of exclusiveness are 
past forever, and that if China is to take her 
Place among other nations she must avail her- 
self of all modern improvements. These men, 
however, recognize the fact that the introduc- 
tion of railways is a serious business, not to be 
entered upon without due consideration, and 
have scarcely advanced to the point of seriously 
any project in detail. 

In 1880 Lio Ming Chwan memorialized the 
throne in favor of the construction of railways, 
and suggested four trunk lines asthe most prop- 
er ones to be first constructed. Even at that 
date this memorial was well enough received 
to be thought worthy of a commission being ap- 
pointed to consider it; but it would be a_ mis- 
take to suppose that the party in power at Pekin 
would even now be prepared to carry out the 
works therein projected, even if very favorable 
terms were proposed. 

There aresome officials who believe that the 
proper pian is to begin on a very small scale in- 
deed, and, as it were, insert the small end of the 
wedge. There are, of course, plenty of foregners 
ready and able to assist them as soon as they 
make reasonable proposals, and it is possible 
that work may eventually be started in this 
manner; but all real negotiations proceed very 
quietly, and up to the present moment nothing 
has been settled.«The rumors and gossip relat- 
— tothis subject originate chiefly among to- 
tally irresponsit le persons, both Chinese and Eu- 
ropean. There are certain Chinese who are 
under the impressivn that a railway is a mine of 
wealth to every one connected with it, and 
who proclaim loudly their power of ob- 
taining all sorts of concessions, and there 
are foreigners with absolutely nothing at 
their backs who are continually making wild 
statements as to their power to carry out exten- 
sive works. These people are not likely to do 
much good for themselves, but they do to some 
slight extent delay’ matters by making the au- 
thorities shy of dealing with more responsible 
parties. It is, of course, no secret that there are 
several substantial people ready to enter into 
contracts tor work of any description and praoc- 
tically to any amount. China can easily find re- 
sponsible people who will contract to oy 
her with 1,000 tons of rails or 1,000 miles of rail- 
way. with rolling stock and everything com- 
plete, and the fact that she bas not made any 
such contracts is a proof either that she does not 
want the railways or that she is not prepared to 
pay the price required by the —_ who are in

THE OLD MAN WHO WATCHED AND’ FAINTED: 
NOT—QUEER FREAKS OF QUAINT PEOPLE, 
Portland Letter to the Lewiston Journal. 

“Yes,” said Uncle Morris Cobb, “I have« 
heard all the three messages and am seeing the 
fall of Babylon,” and he looked out across the 
bay to the distant city of Portland, seeing in- 
stead, perbaps, with eyes already, growing dim 
with age, the falling domes and towers of the 
much-talked-of Babylon. Uncle Morris Cobb is 
probably the last survivor of the little band of

A CONSTITUTION FOR JAPAN. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Neves. 

The brother of the Mikado of Japan, 
“Prince Fonshimi, has arrived here and is staying 
at the Hotel Continental. He has come to Eu- 
rope in the same spirit as that in which Greek 
philosophers used-sin: ancient’ times to visit 
Egypt. The Prince is charged to study the aif- 
ferent constitutions of Europe and select from 
them all that he thinks might be emboaied in 
the one which the Mikado has resol¥ed to pro- 
mulgate four years hence. His Imperial 
Highness has been here before, and is 
greatly interested in. the republican evolution 
of this country. He will devote some time to 
further studies of the French Code in its polit. 
ical and social bearings and to the state of 
things which the fall of the empire has brought 
about. Prince Fonshimi then goes to Belgium, 
Germany, Switzerland, and Italy, and will take 
Engiapd on his way to Japan, via New-York 
and San Francisco. The iliustrious Japanese is 
aware of the extent to which the French ideas 
prevalent during the first revolution have modi- 
fied the national lives of Belgians, Rhenish, 
Germans, Swiss, and Italians. The Mikado 
wishes to place the Japanese Legislature in the 
bands of two chambers, but the feeling in Egn- 
land against the House of Lords and the agita- 
tion here against the Senate will oblige him to 
be very careful not to make his subjects a pres- 
ent which they might not afterward like. Japan 
enjoys by imperial favor avery fui] meed of 
civil and religious liberty, and has derived noth- 
ing but profit from this om. Her finances 
are most eeouens and her resources rapidly

PARTY MEN MUST BE FIXED 


THE EXCISE BOARD-CARES FOR) 
ORGANIZATION DEMOCRATS. 
COMMISSIONER HAUGHTON DOES NOT LIKE 
A MIXTURE OF REPUBLICANS—A BAD 

SHOW FOR CAPT. MURPHY. 

Encouraged by a remark from Tam- 
many Senator Plunkitt that he believed in giv- 
ing all the offices to politicians, Excise Commis- 
sioner Haugbton told the Senate committee 
yesterday all about his deal with Commissioner 
Mitchell in parceling out places in the depart- 
ment. Mr. Haughton said that at the first meet- 
ing of the present board in 1883, after Commis- 
sioner Morris and himself were appointed, the 
guestion of filling offices had been broached. 
Commissioner Mitchell remarked that it wasa 
fair thing for each Commissioner to take one- 
third. Commissioner Haughton replied,so he 
said, that it wasall fair enough for Commis- 
sioner Morris to have his third, but that the re- 
maining two-thirds should be divided among 
the three local Democratic organizations—Tam- 
many, the County Democracy, and Irving Hall. 
Tammany was not represented on the board, 


but she should not, therefore, be left out in the 
cold. It was customary, the witness said, to di- 
vide up local political offices in that way, and it 
was mo botherat all tothe parties dispensing 
the patronage. 

* Perhaps.” said Mr. Strahan, “it adds to a 
man’s importance—makes him a party power, 80 
to speak—tvo dispense patronage at the solicita- 
tion ot his friends.” 

“It’s no use talking about that,” said Senator 
Plunkitt; “‘thereis no doubt that it is only by 
accident thata man is elected to any office in 
New-York unless he is backed by the political 
organizations.” 

Mr. Haughton indorsed that view, and said 
that he thought ali the organizations were en- 
titled to recognition. 

* But,” asked Mr. Sandford, ** when an appli- 
cation for a license comes before you it makes 
no difference with you what the applicant’s pol- 
itics are *” 

** Oh, no, not at all,”’ said the Commissioner. 

“ Applicants send their political friends to in- 
tercede for them with tne Commissioners, don’t 
they 7” inquired Mr. Miller. 

The witness admitted that thif was often done, 
but claimed that no amount of political in- 
fluence could procure a license for a bad place. 
The reason he was in favor of recognizing Tam- 
many was because Tammany Aldermen vo.ed 
for his own and Commissioner Morris’s confirma- 
tion when their names were sent in by Mayor 
Edson. 

* Was there any understanding to that effect ?” 
asked Senator Comstock. 

* Not that Iam awure of,” said the witness. 

Referring directiy to his deal with Commis- 
sioner Mitchell again, the wisness said that at 
the first meeting the representative of the 
County Democracy was not in favor of equality, 
recognizing all three Democratic organiza- 
tions. He wanted his one-third division or none 
Atall. Then the witness voted with Commis- 
sioner Morris, andanumber of men in the de- 
partment accredited to the County Democracy 
had to go. The witness made his own party ap- 
pointments and Commissioner Morris made 
such appointments as he saw fit. 

‘“*“Was any agreement ever made,” inquired 
Mr. Milier, “tas to what places shouid or 
should not be licensed 7” 

ae a, Sir,” answered the Commissioner, ** none 
at ail.’ 

This state of things lasted about a year. the 
Witness said, and then he ascertained that Com- 
missioner Morris was not in sympathy with the 
liquor interest or with persons in that line of 
business. He did not confine his objections to 
“dives,” but applied them likewise to other 
biaces quite compatible with the witness’s liberal 
views. Then the witness concluded that it was 
better, as the Excise Bozrd was Democratic, to 

ave it an out and out Democratie department 
than with a mixture of Republicans in it, so he 
formed an alliance with Commissioner Mitchell, 
and made changes that soon left Commissioner 
Morris nothing in the department but the cashier. 

“When you speak of appointing only Demo- 
¢rats,” the witness was asked, *“‘ what do you 
mean?” 

“I mean men connected with either of the 
three local Democratic organizations,” he said. 
' “And you removed Republicans to make 
reom for Democrats, notwithstanding their 
capabilities tor retaining the oftice?” 

** Well, yes,’ said the Commissioner with the 
air of aman who had made up his mind that he 
might as well tell 1t all. 

Commissioner Haughton said. in response to 
questions from Lawyer Miller, that there were 
several places in the Bowery giving theatrical 
performances orsome similar form of public 
exhibition and at the same time selling liquor 
under licenses trom the Excise Board. The wit- 
mess said that as President of the Excise Board 
he considered himse!? i:amiliar with the laws 
governing it, but cisimed in the next breath 
that be had never heard, until that moment, 
that it was the auty of the Excise Commission- 
ers to interfere with persons selling liquor in 

laces running also under a theatrical license. 

e did not remember that the matter had ever 
come up for di-cussion in the Excise Board. 
Tbe Commissioners usually relied upon their 
counsel for interpretations of taw, yet the wit- 
mess admitted it was his duty to have informed 
himseif about the facts. He was not aware, 
either, that in the Mayor's office it is the custom 
to make persons who take out a theatrical 
license swear that they wil. uot sell liquor on the 
premises where the performance is given, 

Referring to the apparent unwillingness of the 
Excise Board to act in the police cases of men 
arrested tor violating the excise laws, Commis- 
Bioner Haughton considered it better to wait 
until the cases bad been decided by a court and 
the men convicted. The police were liable to 
make mistakes. When meno arrested were let 
out on bail they continued to sell without inter- 
ference. he Excise Board was not responsible 
Tor the law’s delay. 

Clerk Perley’s attention was called to the 
Statement that by the internal revenue returns 
at least 1,000 more retailers’ stamps were issued 
annually to liquor sellers in this city than would 
correspond with the number of licenses on the 
books of the Excise Board. Mr. Perley said that 
by his figures there were about 3,600 more inter- 
nal revenue stamps, of which at least 1,000 were 
in houses of ili repute, which the Excise Board 
could not license. The internal revenue 
meno did not attempt to inquire’ into 
the reputation of a house, but simply 
ascertained whether or not jiquor was sold there. 
™he clerk exhibited a list of 115 of these houses, 
selling without a license, which was sent tothe 
Police Commissioners from the Excise Depart- 
ment last December, requesting that the parties 

prosecuted. The committee was shown a re- 
ply from the Police Commissioners to the effect 
that proof against the piaces specified was want- 
ing, and the Police Department did not propose 
to have its agents violate moral, if not statu- 
tory, law by sending them there to get evidence. 
The policemen could not be asked to commit a 
crime for which they might we held culpable. 
If the Excise Commissioners would go ahead and 
get evidence the police would prosecute. 

Superintendent William Murray testified, with 
Capt. Murphy, of the Fourteenth Precinct, sit- 
ting right at his elbow, that it was inexcusable 
for a Captain not to be familiar with the char- 
acter of every liquor saloon or place of public 
resort in his precinct thut had heen running at 
most 60 days, and that,in addition to making 
constant reports about such places to Head- 
quarters, the Captains were instructed to do all 
in their power to aid the Excise Commissioners 
in uscertuining the truth about them. Then 
Capt. Murphy was called and asked how it was 
that he reported favorably on such places as 
Daly’s and, Cleary’s were publiciy known to be. 
The Captain’s reply was, in substance, that he 
had acted in accordance with what he believed 
to be his duty, based on the reports brought to 
him by his men. it was developed in the exam- 
ination that the Captain, like Inspector Graves 
of the same district. could not, orat least did not, 
gee wrongdoing that was perfectly plain to 
everybody else. He knew Cleary asa sporting 
character and **a man in the habit of boxing.” 
but did not know him as a prize fighter. In 
places reported as selling without a license the 
Captain and his men discovered nothing but 
what he termed “soft” drinks—soda, weiss beer, 
&c. Yet the Captain’s attention was called to 
one of his own repurts declaring that one place 
where he discovered nothing but “soft” drinks 
had been the resort of “loafers, thieves, and 
prostitutes.” The Captain said further that In- 
sBpector Graves was not speaking the truth when 

e testified tbat he sent him constant reports of 

aly’s place running nearly two months with- 
out a license last Summer. 

Questioned about theatrical licenses, Capt. 
Murpby said that be kad often visited the Na- 
tional Theatre, in the Bowery, but the doors 
leading from the lobby of the theatre 
into the barroom connected with it 
were always securely fastened. He had 
no doubt that they were fastened while he was 
testifying. The committee sent Sergeant-at- 
Arms Goss out to see. Three spotters in the 
room got wind of it and hastened out of the 
door atthe same time as the Sergeant-at-Arme. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms reached the theatre first, 
found the doors open, went into the barroom 
trom the lobby, and made a purchase. He saw 
people going into the theatre as if for a 
matinée. This recalled to Capt. meaeew & that 

ile no 
performance was coing on, but was closed at 
Other times. The Captain said that it was not 
the duty of the policeman on post to go into the 
theatre unless he was specially sent.there or called 
in there. Frequent arrests were madein Harry 
Hill’s place, the Captain said, for selling without 
@ license, but Hill wus sharp and it was usually 
the barkeeper and not bimself that was caught. 
The Captain would not say why the arrests thus 
made Were not brought to trial. 

Inspector Knocker was examined as to bis 
metbods of determining an applicant’s qualifi- 
cations or disqualifications for license, and he 
made aworse mess of it even than the other 
inspectors who have been examined. Once Sen- 

tor Plunkitt said to him: “Speak up, man. 

n’t be afraid. We are not going to hang you 
—you are hanzing yourself.” 

The committee was informed by letter yester- 
day that Monmouth B. Wilson had consulted 
Joseph H. Choate about getting him out of the 
trouble he has falien into by not producing his 
eheck books in the Armory Board investigation.

THE ACTORS’ FUND. 
-_-—~»- 

PRESENTATION OF RESOLUTIONS TO EX- 
JUDGE DITTENHOEFER BY THE TRUSTEES. 
At a meeting of the Trustees of the Act- 
ors’ Fund, at which all the members were pres- 
ent, held yesterday at their rooms, very ele- 
gantly engrossed resolutions, handsomely 
framed, were presented to ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer on behalf of the fund for his services 
in procuring the passage of the law taking 
away the theatrical fees from the Soci&ty for 
the Reformation of Juvenile Delinquents and 

placing the same in the City Treasury. 
Mr. A. M. Palmer, President of the Actors’ 
Fund, made the presentation in a few appro- 
priate remarks, in which he alluded to the great 


benefit conferred on the profession by the re- 
movai from the statute book of the law which 
taxed the theatres to support a prison, and 
which enabled the Board of Apportionment to 
appropriate one-haif of the said fees to the 
Actors’ Fund. 

Judge Dittenhoefer, in replying, said that he 
accepted the splendid testimonial with the full 
appreciation of the Kindness of the ‘Trustees, 
but without fully appreciating the reasons for 
presenting itto him. While of course he real- 
ized that he bad done something to bring about 
the passage of the law, which has taken the grip 
of the House of Refuge Society from the throats 
of New-York managers, he knew full well that 
the influence and work of the President, Mr. A. 
M. Paimer, of Messrs. Colviile, Miner, Mallory, 
Theodore Moss, Shook, and others were of much 
more service in accompiishing the great result 
than the few speeches that he had made. 

He also stated that without the aid of Gen. 
Barnum in the Assembly, and Senators McCar- 
thy, Gibbs, Campbell, and other New-York Sen- 
ators, it would have been impossible to pass the 
bill. He accordingly jooked upon the gift, not 
s0 much as an acknowledgement by the Actors’ 
Fund that his services were of pre-eminent value, 
but rather as an appreciation of the fact that he 
had something to do with the removal of the 
stigma from the theatrical profession, and with 
augmentation of the Actors’ Fund. 

fter some further remarks by Judge Ditten- 
hoefer and other members of the board, a hand- 
some collation was served. 

The report of the Executive Committee for 
the thirteen weeks ending Aug. 31 last was 
submitted by Assistant Secretary Benjamin 
Baker. It showed that the receipts of the fund 
for June, July, and August were, from certifi- 
cates of membership, $665, and from interest on 
United States bonds, $270, making a total of 
$925. The expenditures for medicines, relief, 
burials, and incidental expenses for the same 
months amounted to $3,551 98. The number of 
actors relieved during the months named was 
74,and the number of burials 11. Dr. Robert 
Taylor, the fund's physician in this city, attend- 
ed 105 patients during the three months. 

The Trustees authorized the Executive Com- 
mittee to appoint a suitable person to attend to 
the matter of theatrical licenses. The person 
who is appointed will make inquiries as to what 
places of amusement in the city have not paid 
their licenses and will urge their prosecution by 
the Corporation Counsel. A committee of five 
was empowered to arrange tor the purchase of 
burial lots in some cemetery adjacent to the 
city for the interment of such actors as have to 
be buried here by the fund. A committee from 
the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elis 
consulted with the Executive Committee of the 
fund as to the advisability of the joint erection 
of a building by the two bodies. This matter 
will be given further consideration and, it is 
thought, will result in the putting up of a hand- 

some building for the use of the two orguniza- 
tions. Resolutions of thanks to Tneodore Moss 
for his efforts in securing the recent change in 
the theatrical license law were passed,

THE WALL-STREET FAILURES. 

The Wall-street brokers were surprised 
yesterday when statements were made that led 
them to believe that they were deceived when 
they supposed that Heath & Co. were confining 
themselves to a legitimate commission business 
in connection with their banking house. This 
is given upon the authority of a gentleman 
who has been given a chance to examine the 
broken firm’s books carefuliy. One of the sur- 
prising things that the examination showed was 
that on the day of the failure Heath & Co. were 
on their own account, short of 10,000 shares of 
stock. The shortage was in the same line with 
the operations of Henry N. Smith. There is 
reason to believe, if the stories of his 
friends can be trusted, that for some 
time previous to the failure the firm of 
Heath & Co. was really being run, even in mat- 
ters of detail, by Smith. In this, according to 
Mr. Heath’s friends, is the explanation of the 
strange fact, at which everybody has wondered, 
as to how it could come about that any broker- 
age firm would allow a customer to get into its 
debt to the extent of over a million of dollars 
without protecting itself. 

Of the various lawsuits threatened intimations 
were heard yesterday of one that will have 

rounds different from any that have so far 

en mentioned. The transfer by Mr. Smith of 
valuable city real estate to his wite is to be at- 
tacked. A suit will be brought, it is said, to 
show that at the time these transfers were made 
Mr. Smith was insolvent, and the property 
therefore not within his power to transfer. 





BAPTIST CHURCH TROUBLES. 

At the meeting of the Baptist Pastors 
yesterday the special committee which had been 
investigating the Tottenville (Staten Island) 
church trouble recommended that all the cir- 
cumstances connected with the case be referred 
to a church council, whose decision will be final.

ETHERIZING HIS NEPHEW. 
HOW A BUFFALO MAN TOOK ADVANTAGE 
OF A CONFIDING RELATIVE, 

A case of larceny, peculiar in many of 
its features, was adjudicated upon yesterday by 
Justice Power, at the .vefferson Market Police 
Court. George W. Ballway is the proprietor of, 
acigarstore at No. 626 Sixth-avenue. Charles: 
H. Meyer, a young unmarried German, is the 
manager of the establishment, and he sleeps in 
aroom inthe rear of thestore. Two weeks ago 
Emil Doeuner, who is a German, 38 years of age, 
& salesman by occupation, living in Buffaio, 
came to this city on a visit to his nephew, Meyer, 
and during his sojourn here he slept with his 
nephew. Doeuner is a mild-looking, sharp-feat- 
ured man, nervous and quick in his move ments, 


with restless eyes. On Monday morning last 
Meyer sent for Detective James K. Price, of 
the Twenty-ninth Precinct, and informed him 
that during the night his sleeping room had 
been entered and robbed. Meyer said that 
he and his uncle had retired at 11 o’clock 
on Sunday night after securely fast«ning the 
doors and windows. When he arose, at 8 o’clock 
on Monday morning, he found that his pocket- 
book, containing $55, had been taken out of his 
trousers pocket. His uncle also complained 
that he had been robbed of $6 in money and his 
watch chain. One of the rear windows was 
open and the shade drawn aside, and in the yard 
outside the window was a tall ice cream bucket 
placed so as to facilitate an entrance through 
the window.

When 
he awoke yesterday morning he found the store 
door leading to the street open. It had evidently 
not been locked, or if it had had been unlocked 
from the inside. 

Price was puzzled, but on looking about the 
room his eye caught sight of a small one-ounce 
vial standing on atable near the bed. It was 
not labeled and was empty. On smelling it 
the officer detected the odor of ether. This 
put a new phase on the case, and the detective 
determined to act boldly. He accused Doeuner 
of being the thief. The uncle and nephew were 
indignant, but the detective was persistent, and, 
detaining Doeuner, he began a search of the 
room. The bed was first examined, but without 
result. Thesearch had been going on but a 
short time when Doeuner went to a plaque 
hanging on the wall, took from behind it $43 in 
money, and told Price that it was the money he 
had stolen from his nephew, together with the 
$15 which he had said was stolenfrom him. He 
admitted that he had purchased an ounce of 
ether ata drug store on Sixth-avenue under the 
pretense that he wanted itto gain relief from 
toothache, and had poured the ether on his 
nephew's pillow, and had robbed him while he 
slept under the intiuence of the drug. 

Meyer was horror-stricken when he heard the 
confession of his uncle. Doeuner pleaded for 
mercy on behalf of his wife and three children 
and his sister, Meyer’s mother, who is aged and 
teeble. Meyer said that he would not prosecute 
his uncle. Price took Doeuner before Justice 
Power and explained the circumstances. Meyer 
was persistent in his refusal to make a com- 
piaint. Uuder the instructions of the magis- 
trate Detective Price made a formal complaint 
of larceny against the accused based upon the 
information received from Meyer and the con- 
fession of the prisoner. The latter, when ar- 
raigned, pleaded not guilty and declined to 
make any explanation. Justice Power commit- 
ted him for trial in default of $500 bail. Meyer 
said that he would not appear against his uncle 
when the case should be called for trial.

AN OLD MAN’S AFFLICTIONS. 
SENATOR EVARTS WAXES FACETIOUS CON- 
CERNING THE HOYT WILL. 

A patient crowd gathered in the Surro- 
gate’s Court as early as 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning. By 11 o’ciock the room was packed to 
the door, and advantageous standing room was 
atahigh premium. Some of the front seats 
were occupied by ladies. Senator William M. 
Evarts talked all day in behalf of the defense in 
the Hoyt will case, which is pow near its close. 
Senator Evarts said in beginning his argument 
that the lifelong friendship betwven Jesse Hoyt 
and Mr. Van Santvoord, his attorney, gave great 
weight to Mr. Van Santvoord’s testimony con- 
cerning Mr. Hoyt’s condition. Jackson, the pri- 
vatesecretary, who entered Jesse Hoyt’s employ 
when a young man, was of unblemished reputa- 
tion. Jesse Hoyt would have trusted him much 
soouer than he would have trusted Gen. Butler, 
whose language io regard to Jacksun was too 
foul for repetition. 

In reviewing the will Senator Evarts claimed 
thut there was nothing init calculated to snow 
that it was the work of any other person than 
Jesse Hoyt, or that Jesse Hoyt’s mind was not 
serene and calm and clear. Jesse Hoyt could 
foresee, Senator Evarts said, the lifetime of his 
wife, daughter, and other relatives, andi the ques- 
tion he considered was whether he should leave 
his money to his daughter or to his biood rela- 
tions. His wife was satistied with the income of 
her $1,250,000. His daughter would have no 
children, and under such conditions she was 
more than amply provided for. The entire 
expense of Jesse Hoyt’s house did not exceed 
10,000 per year, yet Mary Hoyt has an income of 
60,000 or $75,000 a year. 

In making the will of 1882 Jesse Hoyt swung 
clear of his former wills, Senator Evarts added, 
and considered only the present situation. When 
the will of 1873 was made Mary Hoyt was 34 
years old. He thought she might get married 
una have children, and he provided for her ac- 
cordingly. Nine years later she had changed so 
greatly that it was necessary to alter the will, 
“Testimony has been introduced,” said Mr. 
Evarts, * showing that during his sickness Jesse 
Hoyt had suffered from a high-sounding disease, 
which in plain language is the itch. We have 
been told that by reason of this itech Jesse Hoyt 
was incapable of making a will; that his mind 
was wrecked. Ifa man’s mind is wrecked be- 
cause he has the itch, what, pray, will become 
of the great Scotch nation? Why, the whoie 
thing goes by the board! John Jumes Stephens 
once said of the Scotch: ‘ Every Scotchman is 
entitied to an itch in the teinple of fame !’”’

LAND FOR THE NEW PARKS. 
THE COMMISSIONERS WILL HEAR EVIDENCE 
SEPARATELY UPON EACH CASE. 

Luther R. Marsh, George W. Quintard, 


tand J. Seaver Page, the commission appointed 
to appraise the value of the land to be taken for 


‘afternoon as they assembled for their first meet- 
ing since the decision o: the Court of Appeals 
affirming the constitutionality of the law under 
which they hold their offices. The large room 
in the Mutual Life Buiiding in which the meet- 
ing was held was thronged with owners of prop- 
erty to be condemned for the new parks, and 
their counsel, the expectation being that a long 


session would be held. This expectation proved 
false, as only one case was taken up, and that 
was not disposed of. Joseph Lambden, a real 
estate agent, of New-Rochelle, testified that, in 
his opinion, the Hurst property, which embraces 
about 117 acres, andis included in the land to 
be appropriated for Pelham Bay Park, is worth 
about $156,000. Mr. Marsh then asked Franklin 
Bartlett, wno represents the city in the proceed- 
ings, if he had any testimony to offer for the re- 
duction of this estimate. ‘The city has testi- 
mony,” said Mr.’Bartlett, ** but it is not prepared 
to offer it to-day.” 

“Why is it not here to-day ?” asked Chairman 
Marsh. 

‘** Because,” said Mr. Bartlett, ‘‘the city in- 
tends to offer its testimony after the property 
owners have all been heard.” 

**No, no,”? responded Mr. Marsh, shaking his 
head and speaking very deliberately, ‘that 
won't do at all. This commission has decided to 
close each case before another is taken up. 
That is fair to the property owners and fair to 
the city, and itis fair to us. You can't expect 
us to wait until all these cases have been heard 
on one side before taking up the other, and then 
go back and pick out the evidence bit by bit and 
piece it together. Under such circumstances it 
would be almost impossible for the commission 
ever to complete its work. We will dispose of 
one case before we take up another.” 

Mr. Bartlett said that he would like to argue 
the question of the method of procedure before 
the commission finally adopted the rule indicat- 
ed by the Chairman. Mr. Marsh told him that 
he could argue it next Tuesday, but he asked 
fora week in which to prepare. He said that 
the method proposed by the commission would 
add thousands of dollars to the cost of the pro- 
ceedings to the city, and would really add to the 
time which would be consumed by calling and 
recalling witnesses. A long discussion tollowed, 
but it resulted in the commission standing firm, 
and Mr. Bartlett was ordered to make his argu- 
ment next Tuesday, to which day the commis- 
sion adjourned.

THREE OF HER CREW DESERT, FEARING 
THE PERILS OF THE SEA. 

The Genesta tried hard to sail early yes-

Bown 
went at once to the office of the British Consul,

He was told that no answer 
could be given to this question unless the 
articies of agreement were shown. 

“The three men shall be arrested as soon as 
they reach England,” said Capt. Carter, as he su- 
perintended the arrangements for the departure 
of thecutter. “‘rhey have the clothes belong- 
ing to the ship, and on that ground they shall be 
arrested under thelawsof England. The ‘ praise 
and conduct’ money which they claim is never 
given to men until after the vessel starts. Their 
wages have been regularly forwarded to their 
wives in England according to arrangement. 
As fortheir absurd fears of crossing the ocean 
in the Genesta, why all Ican say is that it is 
safer thun munya bigger ves-el.

RAG IMPORTERS ‘IMPATIENT. 


NO DECISION YET BY THE QUARANTINE; 


BOARD ON DISINFECTION CHARGES. 

The extraordinary delay of the Quaran- 
tine Commissioners and the Health Officer of” 
the Port in taking: some definite action on the 
petition of the rag importers is exciting much 
surprise. The following letter was sent to the 
board yesterday: ¢ 


NEw-YORK, Oct. 7, 1885. 
To the Hon. T. CO. Platt. John A. Nichols, and D. W. 
Judd, Asstoners :

GENTLEMEN: On the 17th of last month we request- 
ed your honorable body to ask the Health Officer of 
the Port to endeavor to find some mode of disinfoc- 
tion not protected by a patent or secret process. We 
have been unable as yet to get any poor oan infor- 
mation as to the Health Officer’s researches. Can you 
inform me what progress, if any, he has made in his 
investigations? We think it rather hard that we should 
be compeiled to continue to pay a ton for what we 
think ought to be done fora much smaliersum, Yours,

The reason assigned by the Cominissioners for 
not fixing a stated rate of charges for rag disin- 
tection and Hghterage at once 1s that they*have 
been unable to obtain an estimate of the cost of 
disinfecting rags by the new sulphur process, 
The officers of the Sulpbur Disinfecting Com- 
pany say that they do not wish to submit any 
figures until they have received Health Officer 
Smith’s assurance that their process is accept- 
able to him. On Tuesday the Quarantine Board 
sent a request to Dr. Smith to make known his 
decision on that point at once. Following is the 
answer that the Commissioners received: 


QUARANTINE SLaTION, i 
STATEN ISLAND, Oct. 6, 1835. 

To the Board of rantine Commissioners : 

GENTLEMEN: am in receipt of a telegram from 
the Secretary of your board requesting me to report to 
you by 1 o’clock P. M. to-morrow my conclusions re- 
garding the sulphur process. I should be pleased to 
comply with — request if it were possible for me to 
base my conclusions ut this time on reliable data. The 
biologist who had the testin charge on the 25th ult., 
and whose examination of the results would necessa- 
rily mong Peers several days to determine, has made no 
reportto me. The details of such report are necessary 
to enable me to draw my own conclusions. The resuit 
of the test in destroying the specitic intiu- 
ence of vaccine virus as been determined in 
part, but will not be complete before Wednesday of 
this week. While waiting forthe result of the exam- 
ination made on the 25th ult. in the presence of several 
medicui gentlemen of experience and scientific ac- 
quirements, other tests have been made, designed to 
close the door to captious criticism. It will be appar- 
ent to your honorabie buard that much care, and time 
if necessary, shou!d be taken in the tests which are to 
determine the efficiency of sulphurous acid in disin- 
fecting old rags in bale by the vacuum process, not 
only because it is desirable to secure efficient disinfec- 
tion, but because it is probable that this system is like- 
ly to evoke the criticiam and enliat the opposition of 
those importers of old rags who cluim that they should 
not be disinfected.
